EXEMPTION—MINISTRY OF THE 
ENVIRONMENT—MOE-:31/5 


Having received a request from the Regional Director, West Central 
Region, Ministry of the Environment, that condition 4 of exemption 
order MOE 31/4, which is filed as Ontario Regulation 469/91, for an 
undertaking, namely: 


The activity of managing the contaminated wastes which may be 
found in the soil and groundwater both in and around the former 
Chemical Waste Management Limited property at site 7, Lot 6, 
Concession 9, Smithville Industrial Park, Township of West 
Lincoln, Regional Municipality of Niagara, which management 
activities involve an ongoing securing and control of contaminated 
wastes, destruction of secured PCB wastes, remediation of contami- 
nated groundwater and bedrock, and the off-site disposal of 
contaminated wastes which may not be suitable for destruction, 


be amended to provide sufficient time to complete the ongoing PCB 
waste destruction; and 


Having been advised by the Regional Director, West Central Region, 
Ministry of the Environment, that if the undertaking is subject to the 
application of the act, the following injury, damage or interference with 
the persons and property indicated will occur: 


A. It will not be possible to complete the destruction of PCB 
wastes at the site in the time allowed by exemption order 
MOE-3 1/4. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking being subject to 
the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the public interest to 
order and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of 
the Act for the following reasons: 


A. The Liaison Committee with representatives from the local 
citizens which was established to monitor progress made in the 
cleanup of the site and eventual disposal of the contaminated 
wastes and the council of the Township of West Lincoln have 
agreed to the extension so that the destruction of the PCB waste 
can be completed in a timely manner; and 


B. The various instructions, approvals and orders which may be 
issued under the Environmental Protection Act and the Ontario 
Water Resources Act will result in the management activities 
being carried out in a safe manner. 


Therefore condition 4 of the exemption order is replaced and the other 
conditions remain the same, all as set out below: 
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. No wastes other than contaminated soil, water or other materi- 


als from the management activities being carried out under this 
Order shall be brought to the site. 


. This undertaking involves the management of wastes, includ- 


ing, 


(a) cleaning up the site and immediately surrounding area 
and bedrock; 


(b) destroying, by approved mobile incineration facilities, 
PCB waste stored at the area; 


(c) decontaminating PCB contaminated soils and possibly 
bedrock, and subsequently redepositing them; 


(d) storing, temporarily, in existing or new structures, any 
waste that cannot be destroyed or decontaminated on the 
property until it can be removed to other certified waste 
disposal sites when they become available; and 


(e) offering first right of acquisition of the property to The 
Corporation of the Township of West Lincoln once the 
site has been restored to a clean condition so that it may 
be used for the originally intended use. 


3. The principal activities associated with the undertaking include 


the following, 


(a) acquisition, through ownership by the Province of the 
property formerly used by Chemical Waste Manage- 
ment Limited at the Smithville Site and acquisition of 
the right to use any necessary adjacent property; 


(b) consolidation of the wastes, including: contaminated 
soils, contaminated equipment and materials associated 
with ongoing cleanup activities at the site; 


(c) destruction of PCB wastes by means of approved 
facilities; 


(d) construction and preparation of a waste water treatment 
facility for treatment of contaminated water, as an initial 
short term remedial activity; 


(e) trial excavation of the bedrock and selection and imple- 
mentation of the appropriate technology for remediation 
of the contaminated groundwater and bedrock; 


(f) removal from the site of any wastes that cannot be 
destroyed or decontaminated; and 


(g) continuation of an appropriate groundwater monitoring 
program. 


4. This order does not apply to the storage of PCB waste on the 


site after March 31, 1993 except for such wastes contained in 
rock cores obtained during investigations and such wastes as 
may be produced by the existing water treatment facilities 
which are treating contaminated groundwater collected by the 
aquifer purge well system or by such other water treatment 
facilities that may replace the existing facilities from time to 
time for the same purpose. All PCB wastes stored on the site 
which are not being destroyed under this exemption order nor 
retained for research purposes that can be legally stored or 
disposed of at any other location shall be removed from the site 
as soon as possible. 


. The Liaison Committee referred to in reason A and the Munici- 


pal Council shall be consulted and kept advised with respect to 
the details of the undertaking as they are developed and 
progress is made in their implementation. 


. The undertaking shall be monitored by the Ministry of the 


Environment and/or its agents, to ensure that the waste manage-

7. A written report shall be prepared on the undertaking and 
updated annually over the period in which the contaminated 
wastes are managed. The report shall describe the activities and 
the results of the ongoing monitoring program and how the 
terms and conditions of this order are being complied with. The 
report shall be submitted by the Regional Director, West 
Central Region of the Ministry of the Environment to the 
Director of Environmental Assessment Branch for filing in the 
public record.

a group of persons acting jointly or in concert solely by reason of their 
relationship as employees, their ownership of prescribed shares or the 
existence of a collective agreement or other contract governing their 
employment with the eligible business.

A purchase or sale of securities made through the facilities of 
The Toronto Stock Exchange and in accordance with its rules 
by a person who is approved by The Toronto Stock Exchange 
as a Registered Trader, Options Specialist, Competitive Options 
Trader, Market Maker or Toronto Futures Exchange Trader 
Member. 

13. A purchase or sale of a commodity futures contract or a com- 

modity futures option. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), for the purpose of subsection (1), a 
purchase shall be deemed to take place in Ontario if the address of the 
purchaser is in Ontario and a sale shall be deemed to take place in 
Ontario if the address of the seller is in Ontario. 


(4) For the purpose of subsection (1), if a registered dealer acts as 
agent in a purchase or sale of one or more securities and, at the time of 
the purchase or sale, the registered dealer does not know the address of 
its principal, the purchase or sale, as the case may be, shall be deemed 
to take place in Ontario. 


(5) For the purpose of determining the fee payable under subsection 
(1), the following rules apply: 


1. All purchases, during a day, of securities of the same class and 
series of an issuer, made by a registered dealer as principal, 
shall be deemed to be a single purchase. 


2. Allsales, during a day, of securities of the same class and series 
of an issuer, made by a registered dealer as principal, shall be 
deemed to be a single sale. 


3. Whether a registered dealer completes a purchase order of a 
person or company in one day or over a period of more than 
one day, all purchases under the purchase order, during a day, 
of securities of the same class and series of an issuer, made by 
the registered dealer as agent for the person or company, shall 
be deemed to be a single purchase. 


4. Whether a registered dealer completes a sale order of a person 
or company in one day or over a period of more than one day, 
all sales under the sale order, during a day, of securities of the 
same class and series of an issuer, made by the registered dealer 
as agent for the person or company, shall be deemed to be a 
single sale. 
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5. Purchases made on different days shall be deemed to be 
separate purchases, even if they are made under one purchase 
order. 


6. Sales made on different days shall be deemed to be separate 
sales, even if they are made under one sale order. 


(6) A registered dealer acting as agent in the purchase or sale of one 
or more securities in Ontario shall collect the fee payable under 
subsection (1) as agent of the Commission. 


(7) Each confirmation of trade mailed or delivered by a registered 
dealer to a customer under section 36 of the Act shall set out the fee or 
fees paid under this section by or for the benefit of the customer. 


(8) Subject to subsection (9), all fees payable by a registered dealer 
under subsection (1) and all fees collected by a registered dealer under 
subsection (6) shall, until remitted to the Commission under subsection 
(11) or (12), be deposited by the registered dealer at least monthly in one 
or more Canadian—currency interest-earning accounts that are, 

(a) maintained with a financial institution incorporated under the 
laws of Canada or a province or territory of Canada; 


(b) used solely for fees payable under this section; and

insured under the Canada Deposit Insurance Corporation Act.

(10) All fees payable by a registered dealer under subsection (1), all 
fees collected by a registered dealer under subsection (6) and one-half of 
the interest, if any, earned on fees deposited by a registered dealer under 
subsection (8) shall be held by the registered dealer in trust for the 
Treasurer of Ontario, until the registered dealer remits such fees and 
interest to the Commission. 


(11) Subject to subsection (12), within thirty days after the first 
anniversary of the granting of registration or renewal of registration to 
a dealer, the dealer shall remit to the Commission in Canadian currency, 
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(a) all fees payable by the dealer under subsection (1) in respect of 
purchases and sales occurring during the one-year period 
preceding the anniversary; 

(b) all fees collected by the dealer under subsection (6) during the 

one-year period preceding the anniversary; and 

(c) one-half of the interest, if any, earned during the one-year 

period preceding the anniversary, on fees deposited under 

subsection (8). 


(12) If a registered dealer’s registration or renewal of registration 
expires, is suspended or is cancelled and the dealer does not obtain a 
renewal of registration, the dealer shall remit to the Commission in 
Canadian currency all fees payable by the dealer under subsection (1) 
and all fees collected by the dealer under subsection (6), together with 
one-half of the interest, if any, earned on fees deposited under subsection 
(8) (to the extent that such fees and interest have not previously been 
remitted to the Commission) within thirty days after the earlier of, 


(a) the date the registered dealer ceases to trade in securities in 
Ontario as principal or agent; and 


(b) the date that the registered dealer’s registration or renewal of 
registration expires, is suspended or is cancelled, as the case 
may be. 


(13) For the purpose of subsection (1), the exchange rate for 
determining the equivalent amount in another currency shall be the mid- 
market foreign exchange rate quoted for the currency by the Bank of 
Canada in Toronto at noon on the first banking day of the calendar 
quarter in which the purchase or sale, as the case may be, takes place. 


(14) For the purpose of subsection (9), the exchange rate for 
determining the equivalent amount in another currency shall be the mid- 
market foreign exchange rate quoted for the currency by the Bank of 
Canada in Toronto at noon on the first banking day of the calendar 
quarter in which the determination of the equivalent amount in another 
currency is required to be made. 


(15) The Commission or the Director may exempt any person or 
company from the provisions of this section or may vary the provisions 
of this section as they apply to any person or company.

2. All real property of The Corporation of the Township of Dover 
situate in the annexed area vests in The Corporation of the City of 
Chatham on the Ist day of October, 1992.

CHATHAM BOUNDARY 


1. Onthe Ist day of October, 1992, the portion of the Township of 
Chatham described in Schedule A is annexed to the City of Chatham. 


2. Allreal property of The Corporation of the Township of Chatham 
situate in the annexed area vests in The Corporation of the City of 
Chatham on the Ist day of October, 1992. 


3. On the Ist day of October, 1992, the by-laws of The Corporation 
of the City of Chatham extend to the annexed area and the by-laws of 
The Corporation of the Township of Chatham cease to apply to such 
area, except, 

(a) by-laws of The Corporation of the Township of Chatham, 

(i) that were passed under section 34 or 37 of the Planning 
Act or a predecessor of those sections, 
(ii) that were kept in force by subsection 13 (3) of The 
Municipal Amendment Act, 1941, or 
(iii) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the encroach- 
ment or projection of buildings or any portion thereof 
upon or over highways, 


which shall remain in force until repealed by the council of The 
Corporation of the City of Chatham; 
(b) by-laws of The Corporation of the Township of Chatham 
passed under section 45, 58 or 61 of the Drainage Act or a 
predecessor of those sections; and 
(c) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or 
exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by the 
council of The Corporation of the Township of Chatham. 


4. The clerk of The Corporation of the Township of Chatham shall 
promptly prepare and furnish to the clerk of The Corporation of the City 
of Chatham a special collector’s roll showing all arrears of taxes or 
special rates assessed against the lands in the annexed area up to and 
including the 30th day of September, 1992 and the persons assessed 
therefor. 


5.—(1) Allreal property taxes levied under any general or special Act 
and uncollected in the annexed area that are due and unpaid on the 30th 
day of September, 1992 shall be deemed on the I st day of October, 1992 
to be taxes due and payable to The Corporation of the City of Chatham 
and may be collected by The Corporation of the City of Chatham. 


(2) On or before the 1st day of January, 1993, The Corporation of the 
City of Chatham shall pay to The Corporation of the Township of 
Chatham an amount equal to the amount of all real property taxes that 
The Corporation of the City of Chatham is entitled to collect in the 
annexed area under subsection (1), that were due but unpaid on the 30th 
day of September, 1992. 


6. All business taxes levied and uncollected in the annexed area that 
are due and unpaid on the 30th day of September, 1992 shall continue 
after that date to be taxes due and payable to The Corporation of the 
Township of Chatham and may be collected by The Corporation of the 
Township of Chatham. 


7.—(1) The assessment of land in the annexed area upon which the 
taxes after the 30th day of September, 1992 shall be levied, shall be 
determined by the assessment commissioner in accordance with the

classes of real property and the factors prescribed for the City of 
Chatham by regulation. 


(2) Where the assessment commissioner makes an assessment in 
accordance with subsection (1), section 34 of the Assessment Act applies 
to that assessment. 


8.—(1) The land forming part of the Township of Chatham described 
in Schedule B is established as a special area for providing water service. 


(2) The Board of Water Commissioners of the City of Chatham shall 
provide water service to the special area established under subsection (1) 
until The Corporation of the Township of Chatham notifies the Board 
that it is no longer required to provide that water service. 


9.—(1) Neither The Corporation of the City of Chatham nor The 
Corporation of the Township of Chatham shall make an application 
under the Municipal Boundary Negotiations Act regarding an annexation 
or boundary-related matter before the Ist day of October, 2002. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not prevent an application which in the 
opinion of both municipalities is of a minor and technical nature.

CITY OF GUELPH, TOWNSHIP OF 
GUELPH BOUNDARY 


1. Onthe Ist day of October, 1992, the portion of the Township of 
Guelph described in the Schedule is annexed to the City of Guelph. 


2. All real property of The Corporation of the Township of Guelph 
situate in the annexed area vests in The Corporation of the City of 
Guelph on the Ist day of October, 1992. 


3. On the Ist day of October, 1992, the by-laws of The Corporation 
of the City of Guelph extend to the annexed area and the by-laws of The 
Corporation of the Township of Guelph cease to apply to such area, 
except, 


(a) by-laws of The Corporation of the Township of Guelph, 
(i) that were passed under section 34 of the Planning Act or 
a predecessor of that section, 


(ii) that were kept in force by subsection 13 (3) of The 
Municipal Amendment Act, 1941, or 

(ili) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 

Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by

(6) The Commission shall determine the insured person’s loss to 
coverage ratio by dividing the total dollar value of the payments made 
by the Commission to the insured person for the number of years the 
insured person has been enrolled in the plan, by the total dollar value of 
the insured person’s coverage for the number of years the insured person 
has been enrolled in the plan. 


(7) The Commission shall determine the plan’s loss to coverage ratio 
by dividing the total dollar value of the payments made by the Commis- 
sion in respect of all claims made by insured persons under the plan for 
the number of years the plan has been in effect, by the total dollar value 
of coverage extended by the plan for the number of years it has been in 
effect. 


(8) The premium determined in accordance with subsections (1) to (7) 
includes payments in respect of premiums made by the Province of 
Ontario and the Government of Canada under the Crop Insurance Act 
(Canada).

NOTICE OF PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO 
THE REGULATION FOR DIVING OPERATIONS 


Notice is hereby given of a new regulation to replace the Regulation for 
Diving Operations, O. Reg. 634/86, made under the Occupational Health 
and Safety Act, R.S.O. 1990, c. O.1, as amended (the Act). 


The Regulation for Diving Operations came into effect on January 29, 
1987. In November, 1990 a number of proposals for amendments to the 
current regulation were submitted by the Ontario Commercial Diving 
Joint Health and Safety Committee to the Ministry of Labour for 
consideration. 


The Ministry has developed a new regulation based on these proposals, 
comments from other members of the Ontario commercial diving 
community and recommendations from the Ministry of Labour Diving 
Program. The Ministry is considering the following additions to the 
regulation: 


¢ Assurance of the competency of an employer, supervisor and diver to 
perform the work to be undertaken; 


¢ Requirements for diving operations in contaminated environments; 


¢ More detail and consolidation of requirements for breathing mixtures; 


Duties of a diver’s tender; 


e A requirement for a diver’s log book to be on site and available for 
inspection; and 


¢ Notification, where practicable, 48 hours in advance of a diving 
operation, of the location and time of the diving operation. 


In addition, a number of provisions have been expanded or clarified and 
sections have been reorganised to provide users with a better understand- 
ing of the requirements of the regulation. More detailed descriptions 
have been provided for design and construction requirements for hoisting 
devices, for the procedures and use of hoisting equipment and for 
equipment required for submersible decompression chambers. There are 
additional requirements for the use of atmospheric diving systems and 
for surface-supplied diving equipment. 


Changes have been made to the observation periods after a dive and 
provisions for the transportation of divers to the worksite and the duties 
of a supervisor have been clarified. There are new restrictions on 
circumstances when liveboating from a surface vessel can be conducted 
and on the types of diving operations where S.C.U.B.A. equipment may 
be used. 


A number of revisions have also been proposed for the Code for Medical 
Examinations for Divers to clarify the purpose of the medical examina- 
tion, when certain clinical tests should be carried out and the information 
required on a fitness certificate. In addition, a new section on temporary 
medical restriction has been added to the Code. 
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The Ministry is committed to an open and consultative process for the 
development of regulations. The Ministry welcomes comments on the 
proposed regulation and further consultation will take place after the 
comments have been analysed.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO ONTARIO 
REGULATION 634/86 
FOR 
DIVING OPERATIONS 


1. INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


‘“adequate’’, in relation to a procedure, material, device, object or 
thing, means sufficient for its intended use and sufficient to protect 
a worker from damage to the worker’s body or health, and 
‘‘adequately’’ has a corresponding meaning; 


‘‘ambient pressure’ means the external pressure acting on the body 
of the diver; 


‘‘atmospheric diving operations’’ means diving operations in which 
an atmospheric diving system is used; 


‘‘atmospheric diving system (ADS)’’ means a diving system 
capable of withstanding external pressures greater than atmospheric 
pressure, and in which the internal pressure remains at one atmo- 
sphere, and includes a one person submarine and the one-atmo- 
sphere compartment of a diving submersible; 


‘‘bail-out system’’ means an independent, emergency breathing gas 
supply, worn by the diver, with sufficient quantity to return the 
diver to the wet bell, submersible compression chamber, lock-out 
submersible or the surface, in the event of a malfunction of the 


primary gas supply; 


“bottom time’’ means the total elapsed time measured in minutes, 
from the time a descending diver leaves the surface to the time the 
diver begins final ascent, rounded to the next whole minute; 


‘“‘bounce diving’’ means a form of diving that uses a submersible 
compression chamber in which decompression occurs immediately 
upon ascent from the work site; 


‘‘breathing mixture’’ means a mixture of gases for human respira- 
tion including compressed air, pure oxygen and deep diving and 
therapeutic mixtures, that are suitable in terms of composition, 
temperature and pressure for the work to be undertaken, and for the 
conditions under which the diving operation is to be conducted; 
“contaminated environment’’ means a workplace that contains a 
chemical, biological or radiological material in sufficient concentra- 
tion that should any quantity of it be ingested, absorbed, adsorbed 
or inhaled, will likely endanger the health of the worker; 


‘‘contamination reduction zone’’ means the workplace used to 
transfer workers from the exclusion zone, and for decontamination 
of personnel and equipment; 


“‘daily dive plan’? means a document describing the task to be 
performed, how the task is to be performed, the environmental 
conditions, the identifiable hazards, any specific emergency pro- 
cedures and the appropriate contingency plans; 


‘‘decompression table’’ means the procedure that a diver follows 
during the ascent from depth in order to minimize the risk of 
decompression sickness; 


“deep diving operation’’ means any diving operation to depths 
greater than fifty metres (165 feet); 


““diver’’ means a worker who performs work underwater either at 
ambient pressures or at one-atmosphere in a submersible or atmo- 
spheric diving system; 


“‘dive location’’ means the geographic location of the dive site; 


“‘diving operation’? means any work performed underwater by 
divers or any work performed on the surface in support of divers; 


“‘diving plant and equipment’’ means the plant and equipment that 
are used in, or in connection with, a diving operation and includes 
the plant and equipment that are essential to a diver; 


““diver’s tender’’ means a worker who is competent to tend divers; 


‘“‘diving supervisor’? means a competent person having complete 
and direct responsibility for a diving operation, including responsi- 
bility for the safety and health of all diving personnel; 


““diving harness’’ means a harness strong enough to lift a diver and 
his/her equipment from the water in an emergency, with, 


i) a positive buckling device, 


ii) an attachment point for the lifeline to prevent strain on the 
mask, helmet and umbilical bundle; 


“dive site’’ means the location at which diving personnel, plant and 
equipment are located in support of the work site; 


““exclusion zone’’ means the workplace at the surface where divers 
are dressed, undressed and tended from, during a contaminated 
diving operation; 


“‘hookah’’ means a surface supplied breathing system utilizing 
S.C.U.B.A. second stage, supplied from an umbilical bundle; 


“‘hyperbaric chamber’’ means a pressure vessel complete with 
associated plant and equipment designed for pressures greater than 
one-atmosphere and approved for human occupancy; 


“‘life support system’’ means a system comprised of the breathing 
mixture supply system, decompression and recompression systems, 
environmental control systems and equipment, and supplies that 
may be required to provide accommodation under all pressures and 
conditions, that a person may be exposed to during a diving 
operation; 


“‘lifeline’’ means a rope having a breaking strength of not less than 
2,454 kilograms; 


“‘liveboating’’ means a diving operation that is conducted from a 
vessel underway; 


“‘locked-out’’ means made inoperable by means of padlock for 
which the key is held only by the diving supervisor or his/her 
assigned; 


“lock-out submersible’ means a self-propelled submersible fitted 
with a submersible compression chamber from which a diving 
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operation can be carried out and that has a separate one-atmospheric 
chamber from which the submersible is operated; 


“‘medical hyperbaric treatment facility’? means a medical centre 
that is capable of providing the specialized medical services for the 
treatment of diving ailments; 


“‘mixed gas’’ means a respirable breathing mixture other than air 
that provides adequate oxygen to support life and does not cause 
detrimental physiological effects, particularly breathing resistance 
or impairment of neurological function; 


“‘no-decompression limit’? means that, in accordance with the 
diving decompression table in use for the depth and duration of the 
dive, no decompression stops are required during the ascent; 


‘“‘non permeable diving suit’’ means a diving suit that does not 
permit the contaminated environment to make contact with a diver; 


‘‘qualified physician’? means a licensed medical doctor, knowl- 
edgeable in diving and hyperbaric medicine; 


‘‘saturation diving’? means a technique of diving in which the 
decompression procedure used allows a bottom time of unlimited 
duration; 


“*S.C.U.B.A.”’ means a self-contained underwater breathing appara- 
tus; 


““stage’’ means a cage, basket or platform in which a diver may be 
lowered to or raised from an underwater work site; 


““standby diver’’ means a diver trained and equipped to operate at 
the depths and in the circumstances in which the submerged diver 
is Operating and prepared to render assistance to the submerged 
diver in the event of an emergency; 


‘‘submersible compression chamber’’ means a chamber that is 
intended to be submerged and that is designed to transport a person 
at atmospheric pressures or divers at pressures greater than atmo- 
spheric pressures from the surface to an underwater work site and 
back and includes the compression chamber of a diving sub- 
mersible; 


‘suitable’, in relation to a procedure, material, device, object or 
thing, means sufficient to protect a worker from damage to the 
worker’s body or health; 


‘support zone’’ means the workplace used in support of the diving 
operations and where the cleaning and/or disposal of diving plant 
and equipment may take place; 


‘‘surface-supply diving’’ means a diving technique in which the 
diver is supplied with a breathing mixture by way of an umbilical 
bundle from the dive site; 


“therapeutic recompression’’ means the recompression treatment 
of a diver in accordance with suitable tables and practices; 


‘“‘umbilical bundle’’ means a composite of hoses and cables capable 
of supplying a breathing mixture, power, heat, communications, and 
other services as required and includes a lifeline that is attached in 
a manner to prevent stress on the hose; 


‘unusual incident’’ means an unplanned occurrence that may have 
put the diver at risk and may include such things as equipment 
failure, omitted decompression, a work related mishap or an 
environmental hazard; 


‘‘vessel underway’’ means a vessel that is not at anchor, made fast 
to the shore or a fixed structure; 


‘‘wet bell’? means a platform that transports divers and designed 
with a dewatered upper compartment and is equipped with a 
breathing supply and communications system with the surface; 


”” 


“‘work site 


means the underwater location where work is per- 
formed. 


PART I - GENERAL 


APPLICATION 


2 


This regulation applies to every owner, employer, constructor, 
supervisor and worker engaged in a diving operation for con- 
struction, industrial, mining, environmental, scientific or archaeo- 
logical purposes and includes underwater inspection, excavation, 
alteration, repair or maintenance of equipment, machinery, struc- 
tures, or ships and the salvage of sunken property and includes any 
function performed by surface workers, owners, constructors and 
employers in support of an underwater operation. 


EQUIVALENCY 


&y 


An employer, owner or constructor may vary a procedure required 
by this Regulation or the composition, design, size or arrangements 
of a material, object or device or thing as required by this Regula- 
tion, 


(a) if the procedure, composition, design, size or arrangement as 
varied, affords protection for the health and safety of workers 
that is at least equal to the protection that would otherwise be 
given; and 


(b) if the employer, owner or constructor gives written notice prior 
to use of the varied procedure, composition, design, size or 
arrangement to the Director. 


DUTIES OF EMPLOYERS, CONSTRUCTORS AND OWNERS 





4. 


The constructor of a project in which a diving operation is to take 
place and an employer and an owner who will be engaged in a 
diving operation shall before commencing an operation, 

(a) notify the Director by telephone, 48 hours before commence- 
ment or recommencement where practicable and confirm the 
notification by written statement to the Director stating, 

(i) the municipal address of the diving operation or geo- 
graphic location in relation to the closest public road or 
town, 


(ii) the starting date and duration of the diving operation, 


(iii) the name, mailing address and telephone numbers of the 
owner, constructor and employer, 


(iv) the name of the diving supervisor in charge, 
(v) the maximum depth of the diving operation, 
(vi) the description of the diving operation, 
(vii) the breathing mixture to be used, and 
(viii) whether the diving operation is offshore or onshore; 
(b) notify the Director in writing before the use of mixed gas 


diving operations, a copy of which shall be available on the 
dive site for inspection; 


Note: Notification forms for diving operations are available from 


Ministry of Labour offices. 


(c) notify in writing harbour masters, fire departments and 
upstream or adjacent industrial plants producing probable 
contamination, that a diving operation is to take place and the 
location thereof, a copy of which shall be available on the dive 
site for inspection; 


(d) appoint in writing a competent diving supervisor; and 
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(e) set out in writing the operational procedures to be used on the 
diving operation and a contingency plan for emergencies, a 
copy of which shall be available on the dive site for inspection. 


ACCIDENTS, NOTICES AND REPORTS 





a 


(1) The employer shall ensure that a written report made under 
subsection 51 (1) of the Occupational Health and Safety Act (the 
Act) representing an occurrence in which a person is killed or 
critically injured sets out, 


(a) the name and address of the owner, constructor and employer, 
if the person involved is a worker; 


(b) the nature and the circumstances of the occurrence and the 
bodily injury sustained by the person; 


(c) a description of the machinery, equipment or procedure 
involved; 


(d) the time and place of the occurrence; 
(e) the name and address of the person involved; 
(f) the names and addresses of all the witnesses to the occurrence; 


(g) the name and address of the physician or surgeon, if any, by 
whom the person was or is being attended for the injury; and 


(h) the steps taken to prevent a recurrence. 

(2) The employer shall ensure that a notice made under subsection 
52 (1) of the Act representing an occurrence involving a worker sets 
out, 


(a) the name and address of the employer; 


(b) the nature of the circumstances of the occurrence and the 
bodily injury or illness sustained by the worker; 


(c) a description of the machinery, equipment or procedure 
involved; 


(d) the time and place of the occurrence; 

(ce) the name and address of the worker involved; 

(f) the names and addresses of all witnesses to the occurrence; 

(g) the name and address of the physician or surgeon, if any, by 
whom the worker was or is being attended for the injury or 
illness; and 


(h) the steps taken to prevent a recurrence. 


(3) The employer shall ensure that a notice made under subsection 
52 (2) of the Act respecting a worker’s illness sets out, 


(a) the name and address of the employer; 
(b) the nature of the occupational illness; 
(c) the name and address of the worker involved; 


(d) the name and address of the physician or surgeon, if any, by 
whom the worker was or is being attended for the illness; and 


(ec) the steps taken to prevent a recurrence. 

(4) (a) An employer shall retain in the employer’s permanent 
records, a record of any accident, explosion or fire involving a 
worker that causes injury requiring medical attention, but does not 


disable the worker from performing his/her usual work; 


(b) The record shall include particulars of, 
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(i) the nature and circumstances of the occurrence and the 
injury sustained by the worker, 


(ii) the time and place of the occurrence, 
(iii) the name and address of the injured worker, and 
(iv) the steps taken to prevent a recurrence; 


(c) Anemployer to whom clause (a) applies shall make the record 
available to an inspector upon request. 


(5) Where a notice or report is not required under section 51 or 52 
of the Act, a notice in writing shall be given to the Director within 
2 days of any of the following diving related incidents, 

(a) a diver trapped underwater; 

(b) a diver omitting decompression; 


(c) failure of the life support system; 


(d) emergency recovery of the submersible compression chamber 
or atmospheric diving system; 


(e) use of recompression chamber for emergency purposes; and 


(f) a worker becoming unconscious for any reason. 


DUTIES OF SUPERVISORS 


(1) The diving supervisor shall have his/her diving log book at the 
dive site and available for inspection. 


(2) The diving supervisor shall be in direct control at the dive site 
and shall be in direct control of the diving operation. 


(3) Without limiting the generality of subsection (2), the diving 
supervisor shall, 


(a) establish a daily diving plan which shall be submitted in 
writing to the employer and have a copy posted at the dive site 
for inspection prior to commencement of the diving operation; 


(b) advise the workers of the diving plan and of the emergency 
procedures that are to be followed in the event of a malfunction 
of the equipment or system; 


(c) ensure that the diver is competent to perform the work; 


(d) immediately before each dive, review the nature of the hazards 
in the work site and ensure that the diver fully understands the 
hazards involved as well as those likely to be encountered in 
the diving operation; 


(e) ensure that, 
(i) all equipment and diving plant, including umbilical 
bundle, winches, cables, chambers and motors used in 
a diving operation are provided and maintained in good 
operating condition and examined daily by a competent 
person, 


(ii) all manufacturer’s operations manuals for all equipment 
are On site, updated and used where required, 


(iii) there are a sufficient number of competent persons at the 
site, 


(iv) breathing gas is free of contamination, 
(v) the diving operation is conducted from a suitable place, 


(vi) except in an emergency, each diver in the water shall 
have a separate diver’s tender, 


ae 
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(vii) when diving operations are in progress, suitable warning 
devices are displayed to define the area to be kept clear 
of any equipment other than that connected with the 
diving operation, 


(viii) astandby diver has been designated and is dressed-in at 
the dive site at all times when diving operations are in 
progress; 


(f) except in the case of accident or unavoidable circumstances, 
ensure that a diver is not permitted to remain at any depth 
longer than the maximum time planned for the depth of the 
dive; 


(g) supervise all diving decompression and therapeutic recompres- 
sion in strict accordance with suitable decompression pro- 
cedures and tables; 


(h) while acting as supervisor, not dive except in an emergency; 
and 


(i) terminate or interrupt the diving operation if, in the diving 
supervisor’s opinion, continuance of the operation is likely to 
endanger the health or safety of any worker engaged in the 
operation and any operation contravenes the Act or Regulation. 


DUTIES OF DIVERS 


(1) Alldivers shall ensure that they understand the daily dive plan, 
the operational plan and emergency procedures before commencing 
a dive. 


(2) Every diver shall have their log book at the dive site and 
available for inspection. 


(3) A diver shall not dive unless, 


(a) the diver has undergone a medical examination as prescribed 
in subsection 26 (1) and has submitted to the employer the 
written statement of the physician obtained in accordance with 
subsection 26 (4); 


(b) the diver is not fatigued; 


(c) the diver has not consumed alcohol or drugs which would 
impair his/her diving ability; and 


(d) the diver is satisfied that all workers engaged in the work 
understand the daily dive plan, the operational plan, and the 
emergency procedures. 


(4) A diver shall inform the diving supervisor if he or she is unfit 
to dive. 


(5) Immediately before each dive, the diver shall check that all 
required equipment is in place and secured and all apparatus is 
functioning. 


(6) Before descent, the same check as that required in subsection 
(4) shall be conducted in the water by the diver. 


(7) The diver shall when possible, at the onset of any sign of 
malfunction of equipment or sign or symptom of distress, notify the 
diver’s tender, the diving supervisor and any diving partner and 
terminate the dive. 


(8) On completion of any dive that does not require decompres- 
sion, the diver shall remain under observation for a period as 
determined by the diving supervisor. 


(9) Oncompletion of any dive requiring decompression, the diver 
shall remain under observation at the dive site for at least one hour 
and for a strenuous decompression dive, the diver shall remain 
under observation at the dive site for at least two hours. 


(10) A diver shall not fly for a period of twelve hours following a 
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no-decompression dive, for a period of twenty-four hours following 
an air decompression dive, for a period of forty-eight hours 
following a mixed gas decompression dive, for a period of at least 
seven days following a saturation dive and for a period of at least 
six weeks following treatment for decompression sickness, and the 
maximum flying altitude shall be no greater than eight thousand feet 
above sea level for a period of at least twice the above designated 
times. 


(11) A sturdy medical alert tag or bracelet displaying the words 
“Diver In An Emergency, Take To A Medical Facility’’, shall be 
worn by each diver for at least twenty-four hours after completing 
each dive. 


DUTIES OF STANDBY DIVERS 


In addition to complying with section 7, all standby divers shall 
ensure that they, 


(a) are trained and equipped to operate at the depths and in the 
circumstances in which the submerged diver is operating; 


(b) have all life-support and communication equipment tested and 
at hand, but not with helmet, face plate or mask in place; 


(c) have an umbilical bundle or lifeline that is at least 3 metres (ten 
feet) longer than the umbilical bundle or lifeline of the diver; 
and of sufficient length to reach an operating diver in all cases; 


(d) only enter the water in the event of an emergency; 


(e) are positioned so as to be capable of rendering immediate 
emergency assistance at all times; and 


(f) have their personal diving log book at the dive site and 
available for inspection. 


DUTIES OF DIVER’S TENDERS 


(1) Except as permitted in section 24 (1) (e), adiver’s tender shall, 
while working as a tender, devote his/her whole time and attention 
to the work as a tender. 

(2) Every diver’s tender shall be competent and knowledgeable in, 
(a) the diving operation; 

(b) the apparatus being used; 

(c) the diving signals to be used; 


(d) in-water decompression procedures; and 


(e) diving emergency procedures. 


PART I - EQUIPMENT 


DIVING EQUIPMENT - GENERAL 


10. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that all diving 


equipment including breathing apparatus, compressors, compressed 
gas cylinders, gas control valves, pressure gauges, piping, helmets, 
winches, cables, chamber, submersibles, stages and all other 
accessories are, 


(a) of sound construction, adequate strength, free from patent 
defects, and designed for its actual use; 


(b) maintained in a condition that will ensure its continuing 
operating integrity and suitability for its actual use; 


(c) protected against malfunction at low temperatures that may be 
caused by moist air; 


(d) provided with complete and updated instructions, alerts, 
operating manuals and safety check-out procedures; and

(e) examined, tested, overhauled and repaired by a competent 
person in accordance with the manufacturer’s recommended 
procedures. 


(2) Compressed gas cylinders shall be hydrostatically tested as 
required by the Canadian Transport Commission for its specific 
type and construction. 


(3) Diving plant and equipment maintenance records shall be kept 
to record repairs and servicing of equipment and shall be dated and 
signed by the person performing these duties and shall be available 
at the dive site for inspection. 


(4) The plant and equipment maintenance records shall be kept by 
the employer for a period of one year after the equipment is no 
longer in use. 


PERSONAL DIVING EQUIPMENT 


Ie 


The diver and diving supervisor shall ensure that the diver is 
equipped with, 


(a) a strong, sharp knife; 
(b) a diving harness; 
(c) suitable weights; and 


(d) an exposure suit or protective clothing appropriate for the 
condition of work. 


SURFACE DIVING BASE EQUIPMENT 


12. (1) The diving supervisor shall ensure, when diving is in progress, 


a surface diving base is equipped with, 
(a) an adequate quantity of oxygen for therapeutic purposes; 


(b) one weighted manilla shot line of nineteen millimetres and of 
sufficient length to reach the bottom at the maximum depth of 
the work site; 


(c) first-aid kits suitable for the diving operation and locations; 
(d) one complete set of suitable decompression tables; 


(ce) aheated facility for the use of workers that is located on or as 
near the dive site as possible; 


(f) a two-way communication system between the dive site and 
emergency services; 


(g) a secondary source of power for the diving plant equipment 
and life support systems that can be rapidly brought on line in 
the event of failure of the primary energy source and is capable 
of powering the handling systems, maintaining heating to the 
diving system, sustaining life-support systems and illuminating 
the work and dive sites; and 


(h) such other equipment as may be required to protect the health 
and safety of the worker. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that all 
offshore surface diving bases are equipped with, 


(a) asecondary means of propulsion; or 

(b) asecondary means of transporting an injured diver. 

(3) The employer shall ensure that, 

(a) when the diving operation is to be conducted from a vessel or 
structure, it 1s of sufficient size to accommodate all workers, 
plant and equipment without overcrowding, and is equipped 


with a means to facilitate immediate entry and exit from the 
water of a diver or unconscious diver; and 
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(b) a vessel that is used in a diving operation is capable of being 
anchored, moored or maintain station without risk to the diver 
during diving operations. 


LIFELINES 


13. The diving supervisor shall ensure that lifelines, 


(a) are free from defect, maintained in a condition that will ensure 
their continuing operating integrity and are free of knots and 
splices and have a breaking strength of not less than 2545 
kilograms (5400 pounds); 


(b) are worn at all times by a diver and by a standby diver; 
(c) are securely attached to the diver’s harness; 

(d) are no longer than is required to perform the work; 

(e) are secured at the surface to a point of anchorage; 


(f) are secured in a manner that will prevent loss of contact with 
the diver; 


(g) are tended at all times by a diver’s tender or tethered to an 
identifiable float located at the surface; and 


(h) are incorporated in any umbilical bundle and attached in a 
suitable manner to prevent stress on the hose. 


COMMUNICATIONS 


14. (1) Subject to subsection (b), the employer and diving supervisor 


shall ensure that, 


(a) a two-way effective communication system by voice or by 
prearranged line signals is provided between every submerged 
diver and surface support personnel; and 


(b) the two-way communication provided between the submerged 
diver and surface support personne] shall be by voice when the 
depth of the dive exceeds or is intended to exceed thirty metres 
(100 feet) or when a planned dive includes decompression or 
special or exceptional hazards. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a voice 
communication provides, 


(a) sound reproduction that enables the diver’s breathing to be 
clearly heard; 


(b) a means of voice unscrambling when breathing mixtures 
containing helium or other gases that significantly distort 
sound transmission are being used; and 


(c) a recording system for voice communications for depths 
exceeding fifty metres (165 feet). 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that in 
addition to the primary communications system required in 
subsection (1) an emergency backup is established. 


HOISTING DEVICES 


15. (1) The supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) a hoisting device used to lower a stage, wet bell, submersible 
compression chamber, submersible or atmospheric diving 
system is not used for any other purpose until after the comple- 
tion of the dive; 


(b) all directions to the operator of the hoisting device are given by 
the diver, the diver’s tender or the diving supervisor, and the 
signal to stop can be given by any person; 


(c) the diver is in continuous visual contact with the diving 
supervisor by the use of prearranged visual signals; or 
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(d) the diver is in contact with the diving supervisor by the use of 
a voice communication system. 


(2) The employer shall ensure that any hoisting device used in the 
diving operation to raise or lower a stage, wet bell, submersible 
compression chamber, submersible, or atmospheric diving system 
is so constructed that, 


(a) a brake or mechanical locking device is applied when the 
control lever, handle or switch is not held in the operating 
position; 


(b) the brakes have the capability of stopping and holding a 
hundred per cent of the maximum working load with the 
outermost layer of wire on the drum; 


the brakes engage automatically on loss of power; 


©) 
(d) the lowering and raising of loads is controlled by power drives 
independent of the brake mechanism; 


(e) it is not fitted with a pawl-and-ratchet gear on which the pawl 
has to be disengaged before commencing a lowering or raising 
operation; 


(f) to prevent the possibility of freeze-up; and 


(g) itis of sound construction, adequate strength, free from patent 
defects and designed for its actual use. 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that the 
hoisting device is equipped with a lifting cable capable of with- 
standing a functional test in accordance with a suitable standard. 


STAGES AND WET BELLS 


16. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that stages 


and wet bells, 


(a) are large enough to carry at least two divers with their diving 
equipment and associated equipment in uncramped conditions; 


(b) are secure against tipping and spinning; 


(c) do not contain any equipment that might interfere with an 
occupant’s foothold or handhold; 


(d) are so constructed or equipped that the occupants are secure 
against falling out of the stage or wet bell; 


(e) are equipped with hand holds arranged in such manner that 
crushed-hand injuries during launch or recovery are avoided; 


(f) have a secondary lifting eye or similar device that is of at least 
the same strength as the primary lifting eye; 


(g) have an additional cable in the form of a tag rope, so designed, 
that in the event that the primary lifting cable breaks during the 
water-air interface transfer, the tag rope will not permit the wet 
bell or stage to descend to a depth greater than 25 metres 
(approx. 80 feet); 


(h) have readily available, for use in emergency, a secondary 
emergency lifting cable that has at least the same strength as 
the primary lifting cable and that is compatible with secondary 
lifting eye or similar device; and 


(i) are designed for the purpose for which they are to be used. 


(2) In addition to subsection (1), the employer shall ensure a wet 
bell is provided with, 


(a) an adequate emergency breathing gas for the decompression of 
divers in an emergency; and 


(b) a voice communication system which allows contact with the 
diving supervisor. 


HYPERBARIC CHAMBERS 


17. (1) The employer shall ensure that all hyperbaric compression 
chambers conform to the requirements of the Canadian Standards 
Association Standard, Z275.1, ‘‘Hyperbaric Facilities’’, and are 
registered with the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Rela- 
tions, Boiler and Pressure Vessels Branch, for use in Ontario. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the employer and diving supervisor 
shall ensure that a hyperbaric chamber, Class A of a double lock 
type in operable condition is on site where a diving operation 
exceeds, 


(a) the no-decompression limit; or 
(6) a depth of thirty metres (100 feet). 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a 
hyperbaric chamber is on site regardless of depth or decompression 
limits where it is reasonable in the circumstances for the protection 
of the diver. 


(4) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) ahyperbaric chamber is equipped with suitable fire extinguish- 
ment; 


(b) where practicable, sources of hyperbaric chamber illumination 
are mounted outside the pressure hull, and arranged so that the 
light is transmitted to the interior by fibre optic techniques; 


(c) where externally mounted lamps are employed for illumination 
of hyperbaric chambers through view ports, they are of a 
design suitable for the environment and purpose, and are 
installed to prevent the view ports from overheating during use; 
and 


(d) when a breathing mixture with the per cent of oxygen greater 
than 21% is used in the hyperbaric chamber, the chamber is, 


(i) equipped with a built in breathing system (BIBS), which 
exhausts respired breathing gas out of the chamber 
through a regulating device, and 


(ii) equipped with an oxygen monitoring device. 


MAINTENANCE OF GAUGES AND METERING EQUIPMENT 


18. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) gauges and metering equipment are checked at least once every 
six months or whenever a discrepancy is indicated; and 


(b) any malfunction of a gauge or metering equipment is rectified 
immediately or the gauge or equipment is removed from 
service and tagged ‘‘Do Not Use, To Be Repaired Or Cali- 
brated’’. 


PART III - BREATHING MIXTURES 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


19. (1) The diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver is not given pure 
oxygen for breathing except for decompression or therapeutic 
purposes. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a diving 
operation is not undertaken unless the breathing mixture supply 
system is designed to ensure that, 


(a) an interruption of the breathing mixture supply to a diver will 
not affect the supply of breathing mixture to any other diver; 
and 


(b) a failure of the primary breathing mixture supply to a diver will 
not affect the supply of breathing mixture from the diver’s bail- 
out bottle or reserve. 
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QUANTITIES OF BREATHING MIXTURES 


20. (1) The diving supervisor shall ensure that a total quantity of 


appropriate breathing mixture that is available at any time during 
the diving operation consists of, 


(a) an adequate quantity to complete the diving operation; and 
(b) an additional, emergency reserve supply that, 


(i) in the case of a diving operation in which S.C.U.B.A. is 
used, one complete set of S.C.U.B.A. with regulator at- 
tached and a fully charged cylinder with a minimum of 
2.04 cubic metres (73 cubic feet), that is immediately 
available for each S.C.U.B.A. diver, and S.C.U.B.A. 
standby diver, 


(ii) in the case of a diving operation in which surface 
supplied techniques are used, is 2.5 times greater than 
that required for the operation, 


(iii) in the case of a diving operation in which a submersible 
compression chamber is used, is of a sufficient quantity 
to meet the needs of the occupants of the chamber for a 
minimum of seventy-two hours, 


(iv) in the case of a diving operation in which a lock-out 
submersible or an atmospheric diving system is used, is 
of a sufficient quantity to meet the needs of the occu- 
pants of the submersible or atmospheric diving system 
for a minimum of seventy-two hours, 


(v) inthe case of a diving operation in which an on-line gas 
blender or diver’s gas recovery system is used, is of a 
sufficient quantity to allow the divers to continue, to 
interrupt or discontinue the diving operation, and 


(vi) in the case of a diving operation in which a surface 
compression chamber is used, a quantity that is twice the 
amount required to pressurize the surface compression 
chamber to a pressure equivalent to the pressure at the 
greatest depth, or a minimum of fifty metres (165 feet), 
in respect of which the surface compression chamber 
will be used, and an adequate quantity of therapeutic 
breathing mixture. 


(2) The diving supervisor shall ensure that the breathing mixture 
is available for immediate use at a flow rate, temperature and 
pressure as required by the diver for the depth and circumstances of 
the dive. 


BAIL-OUT SYSTEMS 


Pal. 


The diving supervisor and diver shall ensure that, 


(a) a suitable breathing mixture is in the bail-out system with an 
adequate quantity for the operation being undertaken; and 


(b) the total quantity of the breathing mixture in the bail-out 
system is, 


(i) when carried by the diver, sufficient to enable the diver 
to reach the surface, submersible compression chamber, 
lock-out submersible or the wet bell and undergo 
decompression, and 


(ii) when carried by the standby diver, sufficient to reach 
the diver and return to the surface, submersible com- 
pression chamber, lock-out submersible or the wet bell 
and undergo decompression. 


MIXED BREATHING GASES 


22. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that when gases 


mixed in proportions other than the normal proportions of respirable 
air are used, techniques and decompression procedures suitable for 
the mixture are employed. 


THE ONTARIO GAZETTE / LA GAZETTE DE L’ONTARIO 
PURITY OF BREATHING MIXTURES 


23. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that the purity of 


the breathing mixture conforms to the Canadian Standards Associa- 
tion Standard, Z275.2. 


COMPRESSOR REQUIREMENTS 


24. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) compressors and associated equipment used to supply breath- 
ing gas or air conform to the requirements of the Canadian 
Standards Association Standard ‘‘B-51 Code for the Construc- 
tion and Inspection of Boilers and Pressure Vessels’’; 


(b) compressed air supplied to a diver meets the requirements of 
the Canadian Standards Association Standard, Z180.1 ‘“Com- 
pressed Breathing Air’’; 


(c) compressors used to supply breathing air to divers are capable 
of maintaining a supply of air equal to, at least double the 
volume of air, and at an air pressure 25 per cent greater than 
the maximum pressure required by the dive profile, apparatus 
used and operate automatically and without fluctuation of 
pressure in the air-tank receiver; 


(d) compressors supplying breathing gas or air to divers discharge 
the gas or air through purification filters into a tank or receiver 
of suitable volume; and 


(e) compressors are operated by a competent person, who may be 
the diver’s tender. 


(2) The operator of the compressor shall ensure, 
(a) that all equipment used to supply a quantity of air or breathing 
mixture to the diver, as required by the dive profile and 


apparatus used, is in good working order; and 


(b) that all associated equipment including valves, stop valves, 
drain-cocks, gauges and filters are operating adequately. 


OXYGEN SUPPLY SYSTEMS 


25. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that oxygen 


supply systems are designed for the purpose for which they are to 
be used, and are constructed to ensure that, 


(a) hoses and piping are kept to a minimum; 


(b) all materials are compatible with the pressures and tempera- 
tures for which the system is designed; 


(c) the possibility of contamination of the oxygen by hazardous 
elements or by other gases and the other gases by oxygen is 
minimized; 


(d) high-velocity flows of oxygen are avoided; 


(e) the differential pressures throughout the oxygen supply system 
are Kept as low as is practicable; and 


(f) quick-opening valves such as ball valves are not used in 
oxygen systems, except for emergency shut-off at the point of 
penetration of a hyperbaric chamber hull. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that the 
oxygen supply system has been cleaned and certified in accordance 
with the manufacturer’s specifications and procedures, by a 
competent worker. 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that an area 
where oxygen is stored is, 


(a) adequately ventilated; 
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(b) identified with warning signs; 
(c) equipped with a fire suppression system; and 


(d) kept clean and located as far as practicable from combustible 
materials. 


PART IV - MEDICAL PROCEDURES 
DIVING MEDICALS 


26. (1) Every diver, with the exception of atmospheric diving systems 
operators, shall undergo a medical examination annually or such 
shorter period as is specified by the examining physician. 


(2) Adiver shall undergo a medical examination where the diving 
supervisor has reason to believe that the diver is unfit to dive or 
where there are special hazards that the diving supervisor has reason 
to believe may endanger the health of a diver. 


(3) The diver and diving supervisor shall ensure that medical 
examinations required under subsection (1) or (2) meet the require- 
ments of the Code for Medical Examination of Divers, appendix to 
this regulation. 


(4) The diver shall ensure that he or she has available for inspec- 
tion, a written statement from a physician certifying, that the 
examination was conducted in accordance with the Regulation Code 
for Medical Examination of Divers, and indicating whether the 
diver is fit, fit with limitations or unfit for diving. 


EVIDENCE OF EMERGENCY TRAINING 


27. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that every 
supervisor, diver and at least one worker stationed at the surface is 
trained and maintains certification in cardio-pulmonary resuscita- 
tion, basic first aid, and the emergency treatment of diving ailments, 
and has such certification recorded in his/her logbook. 


EMERGENCY AND MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 
28. (1) The employer shall, 


(a) arrange for a physician, who is knowledgable in the aspects of 
diving medicine and with the procedures to be used in the 
diving operation, to provide medical assistance in the event of 
an emergency; 


(b) arrange for suitable means of communication, ona twenty-four 
hour basis, between the dive site and the physician; and 


(c) have a contingency plan for the immediate evacuation of an 
injured diver to a medical hyperbaric treatment facility in the 
event of an emergency. 


(2) The employer shall ensure that where deep diving or remote 
diving operations are conducted, one member of the diving team is, 


(a) trained as a medical attendant to divers; and 


(b) available to provide immediate assistance in the event of an 
emergency. 


BACK-UP HYPERBARIC FACILITIES 


29. The employer shall identify the location of the nearest back-up 
hyperbaric facility and shall make arrangements, confirmed in 
writing, for the use of this facility in the event of a diving emer- 


gency. 
DECOMPRESSION PROCEDURES AND TABLES 


30. The diving supervisor shall ensure that diving operations and 
therapeutic treatments of divers are carried out in strict accordance 
with the suitable decompression procedures and tables. 


PART V -S.C.U.B.A. DIVING 


APPLICATION 


31. (1) This part applies to diving operations in which a diver uses 
S.C.U.B.A. 


(2) The employer shall ensure that where S.C.U.B.A. that provides 
other than normal air mixtures or recirculating apparatus is used on 
a diving operation, written notice is given to the Director, a copy of 
which shall be available on the dive site for inspection, and the 
diver is competent and trained in the use and hazards of this 
equipment. 


(3) The diving supervisor shall ensure that, 
(a) S.C.U.B.A. is not used for diving operations involving under- 
water intakes, the entry into pipes or confined spaces, under 


ice, liveboating, or water control structures; and 


(b) S.C.U.B.A. is not used on construction projects except for the 
purpose of underwater inspections. 


MINIMUM CREW 


32. Subject to clause (b) the employer and diving supervisor shall 
ensure that, 


(a) a sufficient number of workers are present for each diving 
operation to ensure, so far as is reasonably practical, that the 
operation can be undertaken safely; and 


(b) aminimum of three workers are present at each dive site, one 
of whom is a diver, one a standby diver and one a diver’s 
tender. 


LIFELINES 


33. The diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver using S.C.U.B.A. 
uses a lifeline tended at the surface or tethered to an identifiable 
float located on the surface and visually monitored from a location 
that allows for immediate assistance to be rendered to the sub- 
merged diver in the event of an emergency. 


MAXIMUM DEPTH 


34. The diving supervisor shall ensure that a S.C.U.B.A. diver does not 
dive to depths greater than thirty metres (100 feet). 


S.C.U.B.A. DIVING EQUIPMENT 


35. The diver and the diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver using 
S.C.U.B.A. shall, for each dive, use or wear the equipment listed in 
section 10 (Personal Diving Equipment) and, 


(a) except where a S.C.U.B.A. mentioned in subsection 31(2) is 
used, an open circuit $.C.U.B.A. complete with demand 
regulator and tank with quick release harness; 


(b) a face mask; 
(c) a pair of fins; 
(d) asubmersible pressure gauge; and 


(e) a diver’s indicator device such as a rescue beacon or strobe 
where S.C.U.B.A. diving operations are to be carried out 
during the hours of darkness. 


NOTE: Clause 6.8 of the Canadian Standards Association Standard 
Z275.2 Occupational Safety Code for Diving Operations, 
includes additional equipment - snorkel, buoyancy compensa- 
tor, and underwater watch, which are considered optional 
equipment that may be worn by the diver. 
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TESTING CYLINDERS 
36. The employer shall ensure that, 


(a) each S.C.U.B.A. cylinder is hydrostatically tested as required 
by the Canadian Transport Commission, for its specific type 
and construction; and 


(b) at least once a year each S.C.U.B.A. cylinder is visually 
inspected internally and externally by a competent person. 


NOTE: S.C.U.B.A. cylinders should be cared for and stored in a 
manner recommended in Canadian Standards Association 
Standard, Z180.1 (Compressed Breathing Air). 


PART VI - SURFACE-SUPPLIED DIVING 
APPLICATION 

37. This part applies to surface-supplied diving. 
MINIMUM CREW 


38. Subject to clause (b) and (c) the employer and diving supervisor 
shall ensure that, 


(a) a sufficient number of workers are present for each diving 
operation to ensure, as far as reasonably practical, the operation 
can be undertaken safely; 


(b) where the planned depth does not exceed thirty metres (100 
feet), a minimum of three workers are present for each diving 
operation, of whom one is a diver, one a standby diver, and one 
a diver’s tender; and 


(c) where the planned depth exceeds thirty metres (100 feet), a 
minimum of four workers are present for each diving opera- 
tion, of whom one is a diver, one a standby diver, one a diving 
supervisor and one a diver’s tender. 


SURFACE-SUPPLY DIVING EQUIPMENT 


39. The diver and diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver using 
surface-supplied diving apparatus, for each dive, uses or wears the 
equipment listed in section 10 (Personal Diving Equipment). 

BREATHING GAS LINES 


40. (1) The diving supervisor shall ensure that stationary air or mixed 
gas lines are safeguarded against damage or interference. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a valve 
is fitted in each diver’s air or mixed gas line, which valve shall be, 


(a) readily accessible; 
(b) guarded against interference; 


(c) clearly marked to identify the diver whose air or mixed gas 
supply it controls; and 


(d) under the care and control of a competent person. 
(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) a pressure gauge is provided to indicate the air or mixed gas 
mixture being delivered to the diver; 


(b) the pressure gauge is installed in such a position that its dial 
and figures are in the clear and unobstructed view of the 
diver’s tender; 


(c) the pressure gauge is installed downstream of the diver’s 
supply valve except where the diver’s supply valve is a 
position indicating valve; 


(d) all hoses, pipes, couplings and other fittings in use in any air or 
mixed gas supply lines for divers are designed and suitable for 
their intended use; and 


(e) hoses are kink resistant and capable of sustaining the required 
flow rates and pressures for the system used. 


HELMETS, MASKS AND HOOKAH 





41. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver who 
undertakes surface-supplied diving operations, for each dive, uses 
or wears a surface-supplied diving helmet, full face mask or hookah 
system designed and suitable for such work and fitted with, 


(a) a fully functioning non-return valve, which shall be checked 
before the commencement of diving operations in accordance 
with the written instructions of the manufacturer; 


a locking or fastening device;

where applicable, a suit inflation device that is not operated 
from the diver’s bail-out bottle; 


e 


acompatible attachment system for mating of the exposure suit 
to the helmet; 


e 


a suitable bail-out system; and 


@ 


(f) an effective two-way communications system. 
LIFELINES 


42. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a diver using 
surface supplied equipment has a lifeline incorporated into his/her 
umbilical bundle in a suitable manner to prevent stress on the hose 
and such umbilical bundle shall be tended at the surface. 


PART VII - DEEP DIVING 
APPLICATION 


43. This part applies to diving operations conducted to depths deeper 
than fifty metres (165 feet). 


GENERAL REQUIREMENTS 


44. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that the diver, 
(a) is tethered to the dive site by an umbilical bundle; and 
(b) is provided with effective two-way voice communication. 


(2) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that mixed 
gas, suitable for the depth and duration of the dive, is used as the 
breathing mixture in deep diving operations except during one- 
atmosphere diving operations, in which air shall be used for 
breathing. 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a deep 
diving operation is not carried out unless, 


(a) the divers are transported from the dive location to the under- 
water work site by a suitable stage, submersible compression 
chamber, wet bell lock-out submersible or atmospheric diving 
system; 


(b) the standby diver is located, 


(i) at the discretion of the diving supervisor, at the surface, 
on a stage or in a wet bell, or 


(ii) where a submersible compression chamber is used, in 
the chamber; 


(c) every diver and standby diver is in voice communication with 
the diving supervisor; 
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(d) the diving supervisor at the dive site has a means of, 
(i) monitoring the depth of the diver, 


(ii) controlling the pressures of the breathing mixtures being 
supplied to each diver and the standby diver, and 


(iii) continuously analyzing the breathing mixtures; 
(ec) each submerged diver is tended by a diver’s tender who is, 
(i) located at the surface, on a stage or in a wet bell, or 
(ii) if a submersible chamber is used, is in the chamber; 
(f) where asubmersible compression chamber is used, at least one 


diver remains in the chamber to monitor the diver who has left 
the chamber. 


DEEP DIVING EQUIPMENT 
SUBMERSIBLE COMPRESSION CHAMBERS 


45. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that all submers- 


ible compression chambers conform to the requirements of the 
Canadian Standards Association Standard Z275.1, ‘‘Hyperbaric 
Chambers Facilities’’, is registered with the Ministry of Consumer 
and Commercial Relations, Boiler and Pressure Vessels Branch, for 
use in Ontario, and, 


(a) is equipped to permit the transfer of persons under pressure 
into and from a surface compression chamber; 


(b) is of design that, 


(i) allows at least two divers that are equipped and dressed 
for the diving operation to be seated in an uncramped 
position within, 


(i1) allows divers to enter and exit without difficulty, 


(iii) in case of an emergency, allows a diver within to 
disconnect or shear the primary lifting cable and the 
umbilical bundle; 


(c) is used in association with lifting gear that enables the chamber 
to be lowered to the depth at which the diving operation is to 
be carried out, without excessive lateral, vertical or rotational 
movement taking place; 


(d) is provided with a means whereby, in the event of a failure of 
the main lifting gear, the chamber can be returned to the 
surface and, where such means involves the shedding of 
weights, the controls for such shedding shall be capable of 
operation from within the chamber, and a means shall be 
incorporated to prevent accidental shedding of these weights, 


(e) is provided, in addition to a primary lifting cable, with a tag 
rope so designed that, in the event the primary cable breaks 
during an air-water interface transfer, the tag rope will not 
permit the chamber to descend to a depth greater than 25 
metres (approx. 80 feet); 


(f) is provided with a secondary lifting eye or similar device that 
is at least the same strength as the primary lifting eye, and is 
provided with a secondary lifting cable that is readily available 
and that has at least the same strength as the primary lifting 
cable and is compatible with the secondary lifting eye or 
similar device; and 


(g) is equipped with suitable, 


(i) doors and hatches that act as pressure seals and may be 
opened from either side, 


(ii) valves, gauges and other fittings as are required to

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control the internal pressure, and to clearly indicate the 
internal and external pressures inside and outside the

pressurization valves that are spring loaded so as to 
close when not held in the open position, 


equipment including reserve facilities for supplying the 
breathing mixture to persons occupying or working from 
the chamber, which reserve facilities shall be protected 
against inadvertent operation and be capable of being 
brought on line from within the submersible compres- 
sion chamber without outside assistance, 


a two-way voice communication system including an 
emergency back-up system, by which a person inside 
the submersible compression chamber can communicate 
with the diving supervisor of the diving operations, and 
via the supervisor, with other persons, and be fitted with 
a device to continuously record and save the previous 
four hours of communication, 


lighting equipment including emergency back-up 
illumination, 


first aid equipment, 


a hoisting device to recover an unconscious or injured 
diver into the chamber, 


heating equipment, 
emergency thermal protection for all occupants, 


a diver’s umbilical bundle which shall be limited to 
thirty metres (100 feet), 


a standby diver’s umbilical bundle which shall be three 
metres (10 feet) longer than the diver’s umbilical bun- 
dle, 


a stroboscope light that is automatically activated in the 
water, 


an emergency locating device, 

instruments to monitor temperature, oxygen and carbon

hull integrity valves and non-return valves on all gas and

LOCK-OUT SUBMERSIBLES AND ATMOSPHERIC 
DIVING SYSTEMS 


46. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that the 
pressure hulls of lock-out submersibles and atmospheric diving 
systems and the compression chamber of a lock-out submersible 
conforms to the requirements of the Canadian Standards Associa- 
tion Standard Z275.1 (“‘Hyperbaric Facilities’’) and is registered 
with the Ministry of Consumer and Commercial Relations, Boiler 
and Pressure Vessels Branch, for use in Ontario and, 


(a) is equipped to permit the transfer of persons under pressure 
into and from a surface compression chamber; 


(b) is of a design that, 


(i) 


allows at least two divers that are equipped and dressed

(2) The diving supervisor shall ensure that a lock-out diving

(a) the lock-out diver’s umbilical bundle is limited to thirty metres 
(100 feet); and 


(b) the umbilical bundle of the standby diver is three metres (10 
feet) longer than the umbilical bundle of the lock-out diver. 


(3) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that lock-out 
submersible or atmospheric diving operations are not conducted 
unless the submersible or atmospheric diving system is, 


(a) provided with a means whereby, in the event of a failure of the 
main lifting gear, the submersible or atmospheric diving 
system can be returned to the surface and, where such means 
involves the shedding of weights, the controls for such shed- 
ding are capable of operation from within, and a means is 
incorporated to prevent accidental shedding of these weights; 


(b) provided with a secondary lifting eye or similar device that is 
at least the same strength as the primary lifting eye; 


(c) provided with a secondary lifting cable that is readily available 
and that has at least the same strength as the primary lifting 
cable and is compatible with the secondary lifting eye or 
similar device; 


(d) equipped with suitable, 


(1) doors and hatches that act as pressure seals and may be 
opened from either side, 


(ii) valves, gauges and other fittings as required to control 
the internal pressure and to clearly indicate the internal 
and external pressures inside and outside the submers- 
ible or atmospheric diving system, 


(ili) pressurization valves that are spring loaded so as to 
close when not held in the open position, 


(iv) equipment including reserve facilities for supplying the 
breathing mixture to persons occupying or working from 
the lock-out submersible or atmospheric diving system, 
which reserve facilities shall be protected against 
inadvertent operation and be capable of being brought 
on line from within, without outside assistance, 


(v) a two-way voice communication system including an 
emergency back-up system, by which a person inside 
the submersible or atmospheric diving system can 
communicate with the diving supervisor, and via the 
supervisor, with other persons, and be fitted with a 
device to continuously record and save the previous four 
hours of communication, 


(vi) lighting equipment including emergency back-up 
illumination, 


(vii) first aid equipment, 


(viii) a hoisting device to recover an unconscious or injured 
diver into a submersible’s compression chamber, 


(ix) heating equipment, 
(x) emergency thermal protection for all occupants, 


(xi) astroboscope light that is automatically activated in the 
water, 


(xii) an emergency locating device, 


(xiii) instruments to enable occupants to monitor the tempera- 
ture, oxygen and carbon dioxide levels within the sub- 
mersible or atmospheric diving system, 


(xiv) primary and emergency carbon dioxide scrubbers, and 
(xv) hull integrity valves and non-return valves on all gas and 


hot-water penetrations into the submersible or atmo- 
spheric diving system. 


BOUNCE DIVING OPERATIONS 


47. The diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) 


where bounce diving techniques are used in a deep diving 
operation, no diver remains submerged for a total period of 
time in excess of three hours in a twenty-four hour period, and 
that there is a rest period of at least twenty-four continuous 
hours after this limit has been reached; 


a diving operation using bounce diving techniques is carried 
out at depths greater than fifty metres and for a maximum 
bottom time greater than forty minutes only if a submersible

(3) The employer shall retain the daily record, and any accident or 
incident reports made under section 5, for a period of five years. 


(4) The diving supervisor shall ensure that, 

(a) during deep diving operations or where exceptional hazards 
exist, a tape recording is made of all communications between 
divers, submersibles and the diving crew during the pre-dive 
systems checks and during the diving operation; and 

(b) the tape recording is retained by the diving supervisor for a 
period of forty-eight hours after the completion of the diving 
operation. 

PART X - CONTAMINATED ENVIRONMENTS 
APPLICATION 
58. This part applies to diving in contaminated environments. 


IDENTIFICATION AND PRECAUTIONS 


59. (1) Identification of contaminants that exist, or may occur at the 
dive site shall be made by a competent person. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1) the owner and employer shall 
before the commencement of any dive provide an operational plan, 
available at the dive site specifying, 

(a) identification of the contaminants; 

(b) the specific health effects to humans; 


(c) any special clothing or equipment to be used; 


(d) the identification of the exclusion zone, contaminated reduc- 
tion zone and support zone; 


(e) the suitable protective clothing/equipment to be used in the 
exclusion, contaminant, reduction and support zones; 


(f) the measures to be followed by personnel concerning the 
movement from one zone to another; and 


(g) acontingency plan detailing, 


(i) special first aid measures associated with exposure to 
specific contaminants, and 


(ii) emergency telephone numbers to reach and secure 
qualified assistance, within adequate response times. 


EQUIPMENT - GENERAL 


60. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) diving equipment used for contaminated environments 
conform to the requirements for PART II - EQUIPMENT; 


(b) breathing gases supplied to the diver are from a contaminant- 
free system; 


(c) emergency breathing equipment for surface support personnel 
is provided if there is a risk of inhaling dangerous 
contaminants during the diving operation; 


(d) suitable apparel and equipment is wor to prevent any contam- 
inant exposure to surface support personnel; 


(e) a proper means of safely decontaminating personnel is avail- 
able at the dive site; 


(f) the dive site is provided with the suitable means and facilities 
for depositing contaminated clothing and equipment; 


(g) all diving plant and equipment exposed to the contaminant are 
regularly inspected for any deterioration after each dive or 
earlier if circumstances dictate; 


(h) the diaphragms of the first and second stage regulators and 
associated exhaust valves are inspected for any deterioration 
after each dive or earlier if circumstances dictate; 


(i) contaminated diving plant and equipment are not to be re- 
moved from the dive site unless authorized by a competent 
person; 


(j) diving plant and equipment used in a contaminated environ- 
ment are not to be used in any subsequent diving operation 
unless it is free of all contaminants; and 


(k) diving plant and equipment not for reuse are suitably disposed 
of and such action recorded. 


RESTRICTIONS 


61. The employer and the diving supervisor shall ensure that 
S.C.U.B.A. is not used for diving operations involving contami- 
nated environments. 


SURFACE-SUPPLIED DIVING 


62. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) diving operations conducted in contaminated environments 
meet the requirements of PART VI - SURFACE-SUPPLIED 
DIVING; 


(b) in addition to the requirements of clause (a), a diver using 
surface supply apparatus in contaminated environments shall, 


for each dive use, 


(i) asurface supply diving helmet designed and suitable for 
such work, 


(ii) a totally enclosed non-permeable synthetic rubber or 
composite diving suit, 


(iii) a dive suit that mates to the helmet with a positive seal 
and locking device, 


(iv) atwo-way voice communication system, and 


(v) prophylactic devices, where practicable to minimize 
contaminant exposure to diving equipment. 


MINIMUM CREW 


63. In addition to the requirements of clauses 38 (b) and (c), the 
employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that a minimum of four 
workers are present for each diving operation, of whom one shall be 
a diver, one a standby diver, one a diver’s tender and one a diving 
supervisor. 


WORK ZONES 


64. (1) The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) a dedicated contaminant reduction zone is provided on site 
with suitable means to decontaminate personnel; 


(b) a dedicated support zone is provided on site with a suitable 
means of decontaminating or disposing of apparel and equip- 
ment; and 


(c) adedicated exclusion zone is provided on site for the handling 
of the contaminant, and only accessible to authorised and 
protected personnel. 


(2) The diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) workers entering the exclusion zone wear personal protective 
equipment suitable for the circumstances; 


(b) workers only enter and leave the exclusion zone through the 
contaminant reduction zone; and 


c) no food, drink or tobacco is taken into, left or consumed in 
either the exclusion zone or the contaminant reduction zone. 


MEDICAL REQUIREMENTS AND EMERGENCY 
PROCEDURES 


65. The employer and diving supervisor shall ensure that, 


(a) when diving in contaminated environments, the requirements 
of PART IV - MEDICAL PROCEDURES apply; 


(b) acontingency plan for emergencies specific to the health and 
safety of divers and diving support personnel operating in the 
contaminated environment, is available at the dive site for 
inspection; 


(c) prior to workers being exposed to biological contamination, 
they obtain inoculations relative to the work to be performed 
and the contaminant to be encountered; and 


(d) proof of such inoculation is made available to the employer by 
the worker.

FOR THE MEDICAL EXAMINATION 
OF DIVERS 


MEDICAL EXAMINATION 


Purpose 


The objective of the medical examination is to protect the health of 
divers by: 


(1) identifying pre-existing health conditions that could be 
aggravated by exposure to changes in atmospheric pressure 
(compression and decompression); 


(2) evaluating the effect of changes in atmospheric pressure on 
divers; 


(3) enabling remedial action to be taken when necessary to ensure 
the safety of the diver; and 


(4) providing health education on the effects of changes in atmo- 
spheric pressure and on the results of the medical examination. 


Medical Examination 

The medical examination shall include the following: 
(1) Medical and Occupational History; 

(2) Physical Examination; 

(3) Clinical tests; 

(4) Determination of fitness; and 


(5) Health education.

4. 
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Screening and Occupational History 


At the medical examination the examining physician shall review 
the diver’s personal log. A screening questionnaire* shall be 
administered at the examination to identify any history of seizures, 
syncope, insulin dependent diabetes mellitus, coronary artery 
disease, sickle cell trait, middle ear surgery, Meniere’s disease, lung 
cysts and blebs, asthma, alcoholism, chronic obstructive or restric- 
tive lung disease, hiatal hernia, recent bone fracture, drug abuse, 
psychosis, spontaneous pneumothorax, regular medications, aseptic 
bone necrosis, residual neurological deficit or duodenal ulcer. 


An occupational history shall be undertaken to identify: 


(a) previous exposure to changes in atmospheric pressures (both 
occupational and non-occupational); 


(b) history of frequency and duration of exposure to changes in 
atmospheric pressure since previous examination; 


(c) history of signs and symptoms that may indicate prior injury as 
a result of compression or decompression injury such as 
middle ear trauma, air embolism, decompression sickness, 
oxygen convulsions, vestibular damage, high pressure neuro- 
logical syndrome (HPNS) and aseptic bone necrosis. 


Physical Examination 


During the physical examination, particular attention shall be 
directed to those systems which my be affected by changes in 
atmospheric pressure and stress involved in diving, for example 
cardiopulmonary, ENT, MSS and CNS. 


Clinical Tests 


Clinical tests aid in the assessment of a diver’s fitness for and 
continued exposure to changes in atmospheric pressure and the 
stress involved in diving. 


(1) Pulmonary Function Tests 


Pulmonary function tests shall be undertaken at the initial 
examination and annually when indicated. They shall include 
FVC, FEV ,, FEV,/FVC ratio, FEF 25-75% or other equivalent 
flow rate. All measures are to be corrected to body temperature 
and pressure (BTPS). The instruments shall be calibrated to 
currently applied standards as published in the “‘Snowbird 
Workshop on Standardization of Spirometry’’, American 
Review of Respiratory Illness, Vol. 119, 831-838, 1979. 


(2) X-rays 


(a) Achest X-ray (full inspiration and full expiration views) 
shall be taken to exclude cysts in the lungs. 


(b) Long bones shall be X-rayed initially, and then every five 
years. When aseptic necrosis exists and the diver con- 
tinues to dive, X-rays shall be done annually. When 
aseptic necrosis is suspected, X-rays shall be done period- 
ically at the discretion of the examining physician (antero- 
posterior (AP) views of the hips and shoulders, lateral 
views of knees). 


(3) ECG with Exercise Tolerance Tests 


Treadmill exercise tests and ECG should be undertaken since 
contingencies of underwater work may at any time impose an 
unexpected need for very high levels of energy expenditures. 
This test may be carried out periodically thereafter at the 
discretion of the examining physician. 


* CSA Standard 275.2, Appendix B, Medical History Questionnaire: 


Diving Medicine may be used as the screening questionnaire. 
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(4) Audiogram 


An audiogram shall be taken initially to ensure hearing acuity, 
then carried out periodically thereafter at the discretion of the 
examining physician. 


(5) Atthe discretion of the examining physician, other tests includ- 
ing psychometric testing and psychiatric examination may be 
undertaken. 

Determination of Fitness 


Absolute contra-indications 


The diver should be declared medically unfit where any of the 
following contra-indications are revealed: 


(a) Any chronic illness that decreases fitness or the ability to cope 
with stress; 


(b) Any respiratory or cardiovascular impairment (T.B., asthma, 
emphysema, lung bullae, pneumothorax, myocardial damage, 
uncontrolled hypertension, vascular insufficiency); 


(c) Chronic sinusitis or otitis media, history of stapedectomy; 
(d) Inner ear barotrauma (perilymphatic fistula); 

(e) Psychiatric disorders; 

(f) Alcoholism; or 

(g) Drug addiction or abuse of any sort. 

Relative contra-indications 


It should be seriously considered that the diver be declared unfit 
when any of the following are present: 


(a) Lack of physical fitness; 

(b) Gross obesity; 

(c) Osteonecrosis in the femur or humerus; or 

(d) Musculoskeletal impairments, other than minor. 


In some cases, if the situation can be remedied or if the diver is fully 
apprised of the risks of disease progression and is willing to take 
those risks, the diver may be declared fit with limitations. 


There is no evidence that age is a reason for declaring a diver unfit, 
provided that his exercise tolerance and medical status are adequate 
for strenuous physical activity. Obviously, candidates over age 40 
must be screened very carefully. 


Temporary Medical Restriction 


Conditions that are aggravated by pressure-related disease or 
conditions are listed below. If they are present, exposure to pressure 
should be prevented until the disease or condition has been 
resolved: 


(a) upper respiratory infection (including otitis media and sinus- 
itis); 


(b) chest infections; 


(c) barotrauma (about 7-10d); 


(d) decompression sickness (at least 48hr after treatment); 
(e) wounds or physical injury (until healed or resolved); 
(f) surgery (until healed and physical fitness restored); and 
(g) pregnancy.

The fitness certificate provided to the diver should state that the 
diver is fit, fit with limitations or unfit to dive and that the medical

9.5.2.6.1) Fire separations having a 1|-hr fire-resistance rating 
shall be provided between residential occupancies and other major 
occupancies. 


(2) Existing fire separations having a 30-min fire-resistance rating 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) where 


(a) the building is sprinklered and the sprinkler system complies 
with Article 9.5.5.3., or 


(b) the part of the building containing the other major occupancy 
is equipped with heat detectors and connecting corridors are 
equipped with smoke detectors as part of the fire alarm system 
of the building. 


(3) Existing fire separations consisting of membranes of lath and 
plaster or gypsum board shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Sentence (1). 


Fire separations between dwelling units and corridors 


9.5.2.7.1) Each dwelling unit and sleeping room not within a 
dwelling unit shall be separated from adjacent rooms and areas by fire 
separations having a 30-min fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Public corridors shall be separated from adjacent rooms and 
areas by fire separations having a 30-min fire-resistance rating. 


(3) Where the floor area is sprinklered, existing fire separations 
having less than a 30-min fire-resistance rating shall be deemed to be 
in compliance with Sentences (1) and (2). 


Protection of openings in fire separations 
9.5.2.8.(1) Closures in fire separations shall be in accordance with 


Sentences 3.1.8.4.(2), 3.1.8.10.(1) and 3.1.8.11.(1) and Article 3.1.8.13 
of the Building Code. 


(2) Openings in a fire separation having a 30-min fire-resistance 
rating shall be protected with closures having a 20-min fire-protection 
rating. 


(3) Where a 45-min fire-protection rating is required, existing 
closures consisting of 


hollow metal or kalamein doors in hollow metal frames, with 
openings, if any, protected by wired glass, and equipped with 
self-closing devices, or 


(a) 


wired glass screens set in fixed steel frames 


(b) 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1). 


(4) Where a 20-min fire-protection rating is required, existing 
closures consisting of 45 mm (1 3/4-in) solid core wood doors installed 
in solid wood or hollow metal frames and equipped with self-closing 
devices shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentences (1) and (2). 


(5) Existing closures in fire separations to which Article 9.5.2.7. 
applies shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentences (1) and (2) 
where 


(a) the floor area is sprinklered, or 


(b) interconnected smoke alarms are installed in accordance with 
Article 9.5.4.4., the building has not more than four dwelling 
units and the building provides sleeping accommodation for 
not more than ten persons. 


(6) Despite Sentence (1), closures in fire separations to which 
Article 9.5.2.7. applies do not require self-closing devices, except as 
provided in Sentence 9.5.3.1.(2). 


(7) Existing operable transoms and glass lights shall be fixed shut and 
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shall meet the fire-protection rating requirements of Sentences (1) and 


(2). 


(8) Despite Sentences (1) and (2), fire dampers or fire-stop flaps are 
not required in existing noncombustible ducts at penetrations of fire 
separations. 


Storage rooms 


9.5.2.9.(1) Storage rooms for the use of occupants, not contained 
within a dwelling unit or suite 


(a) shall be separated from the remainder of the building by a fire 
separation having a 45-min fire-resistance rating, and 


(b) shall be 


(i) sprinklered, or 

subdivided into areas not exceeding 150 m? by fire 
separations having a 45-min fire-resistance rating and 
equipped with fire detectors connected to a fire alarm 
system. 


(ii) 


(2) Existing storage rooms shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Clause (1) (b) where the building contains not more than four dwelling 
units and provides sleeping accommodation for not more than ten 
persons. 


(3) Existing storage rooms shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Sentence (1) where 


(a) the building contains not more than four dwelling units and 
provides sleeping accommodation for not more than ten 
persons, and 


(b) sleeping rooms are not located on the same floor as storage 
rooms. 


Fuel-fired appliance service rooms 

9.5.2.10.(1) Fuel-fired appliances shall be enclosed ina service room 
separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separation 
having a 45-min fire-resistance rating where the building height is 
greater than two storeys or the building area is greater than 400 m’. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to fireplaces within a dwelling unit 
or suite. 


(3) Despite Sentence (1), the fire-resistance rating of the fire 
separation above the service room is not required where 


(a) the required vertical fire separation to a service room is 
provided, and 


(b) the service room area is fully sprinklered, with a spacing not 
exceeding 9.5 m’ per sprinkler head or providing a minimum 
average density of 6.5 L/min/m? over the room area. 


Combustion air 


9.5.2.11. Where a service room is separated in accordance with Article 
9.5.2.10., sufficient combustion air shall be brought directly from the 
outside for the proper combustion and safe operation of the appliances. 


Incinerator and refuse storage rooms 


9.5.2.12.(1) Incinerator rooms and refuse storage rooms shall be 
separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separation 
having a 45-min fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Refuse storage rooms shall be fully sprinklered, with a spacing 
not exceeding 9.5 m’ per sprinkler head or providing a minimum average 
density of 6.5 L/min/m’ over the room area. 
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Vertical service spaces 


9.5.2.13.(1) Vertical service spaces shall be separated from the 
remainder of the building by a fire separation having a fire-resistance 
rating equivalent to that required for the floor assemblies within the 
building in accordance with Articles 9.5.2.2. to 9.5.2.5. 


(2) Where openings in the vertical service space, including the top 
and bottom, are sealed with noncombustible materials having the same 
fire-resistance rating as the existing construction, the vertical service 
space shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1). 


Refuse and linen chutes 


9.5.2.14.(1) Each room into which a linen or refuse chute discharges 
shall be separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separa- 
tion having a |-hr fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Automatic sprinklers shall be installed in each linen or refuse 
chute 


(a) at the top, 
(b) at alternate floor levels, and 
(c) in the room or bin into which the chute discharges. 


(3) Where the room into which the chute discharges is sprinklered 
and at least one sprinkler head is installed at the top of the chute, an 
existing chute installation shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Sentence (2). 


(4) Despite Sentence 9.5.2.1.(2), a closure is not required at the 
opening between the chute and the room into which it discharges. 


Storage garage 

9.5.2.15. A storage garage shall be separated from the remainder of 
the building by a fire separation having a 45-min fire-resistance 
rating. 


Subsection 9.5.3. Means of Egress 


Access to exits 

9,.5.3.1.11) Each dwelling unit or suite in a floor area shall have a 
doorway leading to 

(a) the outside at or near grade, 

an outside passageway where it is possible to go in opposite 
directions to separate exits, or 
(c) a public corridor where it is possible to go in opposite 
directions to separate exits. 


(2) Access to exits through a dead end public corridor shall be 
deemed to be in compliance with Clause (1) (c) where 
(a) the travel distance does not exceed 6 m plus the width of the 
corridor, measured from any door along the corridor to a point 
where a choice of two directions of exit travel is available, and 
(b) self-closing devices are provided on suite entrance doors 
opening onto the dead end portion of the corridor. 


(3) Existing dead end public corridors shall be deemed to be in 
compliance with Clause (2) (a) where additional fire protection measures 
are approved that, in the opinion of the Chief Fire Official, will provide 
protection for life safety similar to the protection provided by compli- 
ance with Clause (2) (a). 


(4) Despite Sentence (1), a doorway from a dwelling unit or suite 
may open onto 
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(a) an exit stairway, 

(b) a fire escape, 

(c) a public corridor served by a single exit, or 

(d) an outside passageway served by a single exit stairway 


if the dwelling unit or suite has access to a second and separate exit or 
the building is in compliance with Sentence 9.5.3.2.(2) or (3). 


Number of exits 


9.5.3.2.(1) Each floor area shall be served by a minimum of two 
exits. 


(2) A single exit from a basement, first or second floor shall be 
deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) where the exit does not 
serve more than four dwelling units, the exit does not serve more than 
ten persons and the building is not more than three storeys in building 
height and is not greater than 600 m’ in building area. 


(3) Where a building is not more than three storeys in building 
height and not greater than 600 m’ in building area, alternative 
measures to Sentence (1) may be used if they are approved and, in the 
opinion of the Chief Fire Official, will provide protection for life safety 
similar to the protection provided by compliance with Sentence (1). 


Stairway separations 

9.5.3.3.(1) Each exit stairway shall be separated from the remainder 
of the building by a fire separation having a 45-min fire-resistance 
rating. 


(2) Where the building is not more than three storeys in building 
height, a fire separation having a 30-min fire-resistance rating shall 
be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1). 


(3) Closures in stairway fire separations referred to in Sentences (1) 
and (2) shall be equipped with self-closing devices in accordance with 
Article 9.5.2.8. 


Door swing 


9.5.3.4. Where the occupant load in a building exceeds twenty-four 
persons or there are more than ten dwelling units, each exit door, except 
those serving a single dwelling unit, shall open in the direction of exit 
travel and swing on its vertical axis. 


Exit signs 


9.5.3.5.(1) Each exit door, except for the main entrance to a building, 
dwelling unit or suite, shall have an exit sign when the exit serves 


(a) a building exceeding two storeys in building height, 
(b) a building having an occupant load greater than 150 persons, 
or 

(c) afloor area other than a single dwelling unit with a fire escape 
as part of a means of egress. 


(2) Where exit signs are not visible throughout the corridors and 
passageways, additional exit signs shall be installed in approved 
locations to indicate the direction of egress. 


(3) Exit signs required in Sentences (1) and (2) shall have 
the word ‘‘EXIT”’ or the words ‘‘EXIT/SORTIE”’ in red letters 


on a contrasting background or white letters on a red back- 
ground, 


(a) 


(b) 
(c) 


letters with strokes at least 19 mm wide, 


letters at least 150 mm high when the signs are externally 
illuminated, and 
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(d) letters at least 114 mm high when the signs are internally 
illuminated. 


Interior finishes 


9.5.3.6.(1) Flame-spread ratings of interior wall and ceiling finishes 
within a means of egress shall not exceed 150. 


(2) Despite Sentence (1), existing interior wall and ceiling finishes 
within an access to exit may be approved if, in the opinion of the Chief 
Fire Official, they will provide protection for life safety similar to the 
protection provided by compliance with Sentence (1). 


Fire escapes 


9.5.3.7.(1) Each fire escape used as an exit shall be in accordance 
with Articles 3.4.7.2., 3.4.7.3., 3.4.7.5. and 3.4.7.6. of the Building 
Code. 


(2) Doorway openings located within 3 m horizontally of, 3 storeys 
or 10 m below, or 1.8 m above, any balcony, platform or stairway of a 
fire escape, shall be protected by 


(a) closures with a 20-min fire-protection rating and equipped 
with self-closing devices, or 

(b) existing closures consisting of 45 mm (1 3/4-in) solid core 

wood doors installed in solid wood frames and equipped with 

self-closing devices. 


Lighting 

9.5.3.8. Public corridors and stairways that form part of a means of 
egress shall be adequately illuminated to allow for the safe evacuation 
of occupants. 


Emergency lighting 

9.5.3.9.(1) Emergency lighting shall be provided in exit stairways, 
public corridors and other principal access to exits where the occupant 
load in a building exceeds twenty-four persons or there are more than 
ten dwelling units. 


(2) Emergency lighting required in Sentence (1) shall be 


(a) 


designed to provide illumination for a duration of at least 30- 
min, 


supplied by a source of energy separate from the primary 
electrical supply for the building, and 


designed to be automatically actuated when the power to the 
building is interrupted. 


(c) 


(3) Illumination from emergency lighting shall be an average of at 
least 10 1x at floor or tread level, or 1 watt/m’ of floor space. 


Subsection 9.5.4. Fire Alarm and Detection 


Fire alarm requirements 

9.5.4.1.(1) A fire alarm system shall be installed in accordance with 
Articles 3.2.4.2. to 3.2.4.6., 3.2.4.8., 3.2.4.9. and 3.2.4.17., and Sentences 
3.2.7.8.(1) to 3.2.7.8.(4), of the Building Code, where 


(a) the building is greater than three storeys in building height, or 
(b) sleeping accommodation is provided for more than ten persons. 


(2) A building not greater than three storeys in building height that 
contains not more than ten dwelling units and provides sleeping 
accommodation for not more than twenty-four persons shall be deemed 
to be in compliance with Sentence (1) where the building is equipped 
with 
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(a) smoke alarms in accordance with Article 9.5.4.4. installed and 
interconnected so that the actuation of any smoke alarm will 
sound a similar signal in each of the interconnected devices, 
and 


(b) amanual pull station at each exterior exit door for the actuation 
of smoke alarms in Clause (a). 


(3) A building shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) 
where 


(a) each exit and public corridor serves not more than four 
dwelling units and an occupant load of not more than ten 
persons, or 


(b) each dwelling unit and suite has direct access to outdoors by 
a door near ground level. 


Non-electric fire alarm systems 


9.5.4.2.(1) Existing manually operated, non-electric alarm systems 
employing mechanical gongs shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Sentence 9.5.4.1.(1) where 


(a) the building is not more than two storeys in building height, 


(b) not more than two manual fire alarm stations are required in the 
building, and 


(c) each gong is audible in every location in the building. 


Automatic detection 


9.5.4.3.(1) Automatic detection devices referred to in Sentences (2) 
and (3) shall be installed and connected to the fire alarm system required 
in Sentence 9.5.4.1.(1). 


(2) Fire detectors shall be installed in storage rooms, locker rooms, 
service rooms, machinery rooms, heating rooms, incinerator rooms, linen 
and refuse chute intake compartments, janitors’ closets and refuse 
storage rooms, at the tops of elevator shafts, and in any room or area 
where hazardous or combustible materials may be used or stored. 


(3) Rooms or areas that are sprinklered in accordance with Article 
3.2.4.16. of the Building Code shall be deemed to be in compliance with 
Sentence (2). 


Interconnected smoke alarms 
9.5.4.4. Interconnected smoke alarms required in Sentence 
9.5.4.1.(2), Subclause 9.5.2.2.(3) (b) (1) or Clause 9.5.2.8.(5) (b) shall be 


(a) installed on or near the ceiling in public corridors of each 
floor area, adjacent to each stairway serving the public 


corridor, and on or near the ceiling in the basement, adjacent 
to each stairway, 


(b) 
(c) 


audible throughout the suites, 


connected to an electrical circuit with no disconnect switch 
between the overcurrent device and the smoke alarms, and 


(d) listed for use in an interconnected installation. 


Smoke alarms 


9.5.4.5.(1) Smoke alarms shall be installed in each dwelling unit and 
in each sleeping room not within a dwelling unit in accordance with 
Article 3.2.4.21. of the Building Code. 


(2) Battery operated smoke alarms shall be deemed to be in 
compliance with Sentence 3.2.4.21.(4) of the Building Code. 


(3) Smoke alarms required in Sentence (1) shall be in accordance 
with CAN/ULC-S531-M87, ‘‘Standard for Smoke Alarms’’, and 
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CAN/ULC-S553-M86, ‘‘Standard for The Installation of Smoke 
Alarms’’. 


(4) Existing smoke alarms meeting the requirements of ULC-S531- 
1978 ‘‘Standard for Smoke Alarms’’ shall be deemed to be in compli- 
ance with Sentence (3). 


Existing fire alarm systems 

9.5.4.6. Despite Articles 9.5.4.1. to 9.5.4.4., where the performance 
and reliability of an existing fire alarm system will provide an adequate 
early warning level, the existing system may remain, be modified or be 
extended, if compatibility of the components is maintained and the 
system is approved. 


Subsection 9.5.5. Suppression 


Access for fire fighting 
9.5.5.1.1) Access routes for fire fighting shall be provided in 


accordance with the requirements of Articles 3.2.5.5., 3.2.5.6. and 
3.2.5.7. of the Building Code. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply where the building is sprinklered. 


Standpipe systems 


9.5.5.2.(1) A standpipe and hose system in accordance with Articles 
3.2.9.1. to 3.2.9.7. of the Building Code shall be installed in buildings 
more than four storeys in building height where the fifth or sixth storey 
is used for a residential occupancy. 


(2) A wet or dry standpipe system shall be deemed to be in compli- 
ance with Sentence (1) where it includes 


(a) a50 mm riser and 50 mm extensions, 


(b) capped 38 mm hose valves located so that any point on the 
floor area may be reached by 30 m of hose plus 3 m of hose 
stream from at least one hose valve, 


(c) a fire department connection in accordance with Sentences 
3.2.9.5.(2) to (9) of the Building Code, and 


(d) awater supply in accordance with Sentences 3.2.9.3.(1), (2) and 
(3) of the Building Code. 


(3) Despite Sentences (1) and (2), existing standpipe systems and 
water supplies may be used if the systems or measures will provide 
sufficient fire suppression capability in the circumstances and if the 
systems or measures are approved. 


Sprinkler systems 
9.5.5.3.(1) Where a building or portion thereof is required to be 


sprinklered, the sprinkler system shall be designed and constructed in 
accordance with Articles 3.2.5.13. to 3.2.5.16. of the Building Code. 


(2) Existing sprinkler systems shall be deemed to be in compliance 
with Sentence (1) if the average sprinkler discharge density over the 
design area is at least equal to the minimum density corresponding to the 
area for light hazard classification as defined in NFPA 13-1989, 
‘Installation of Sprinkler Systems’’ or NFPA 13R, “‘Standard for the 
Installation of Sprinkler Systems in residential occupancies up to four 
storeys in height’’, whichever is applicable. 


(3) Despite Sentences (1) and (2), existing sprinkler systems 
providing adequate protection that will control or extinguish fire and that 
are approved may be used. 


SECTION 9.6 BUILDINGS HIGHER THAN SIX STOREYS IN 
BUILDING HEIGHT WITH RESIDENTIAL OCCUPANCIES 


Subsection 9.6.1. Application 
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Application 
9.6.1.1.(1) This Section applies to buildings higher than six storeys 
in building height with residential occupancies and containing 


(a) more than two dwelling units, 


(b) 


sleeping accommodation for more than ten persons in one or 
more dormitories, or 


boarding, lodging or rooming accommodation for more than ten 
persons. 


(c) 


(2) Despite Sentence (1), if the building contains other occupancies, 
this Section does not apply to fire safety systems, devices and structural 
elements of the other occupancies that do not affect the life safety of the 
residential occupancy. 


(3) If a building contains areas that are governed by this Section and 
by another Section in this Part, the fire safety systems, devices and 
structural elements applicable to those areas shall comply with the 
requirements of this Section and the other Section that provide the 
greatest protection for life safety. 


Exemptions 
9.6.1.2. Convents and monasteries are exempt from this Section. 


Subsection 9.6.2. Containment 


Construction 


9.6.2.1.(1) Existing buildings shall comply with Articles 9.6.2.2. and 
9:6:2.3. 


(2) Fire separations required by this Section to have a fire-resis- 
tance rating shall be in accordance with Subsection 3.1.7. and Articles 
3.1.8.1., 3.1.8.3. and 3.5.4.2. of the Building Code. 


(3) Where a I-hr or less fire-resistance rating is required, existing 
wall assemblies, floor assemblies and their supporting assemblies 
consisting of 


(a) reinforced concrete, 

(b) masonry, or 

(c) clay tile with plaster or gypsum board finish on both sides 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (2). 


(4) Where a45-min or less fire-resistance rating is required, existing 
wall assemblies, floor assemblies, ceilings and their supporting assem- 
blies, consisting of membranes of lath and plaster or gypsum board, shall 
be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (2). 


Floor assemblies 


9.6.2.2.(1) Floor assemblies shall be fire separations having a 1-hr 
fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Walls, columns and arches supporting floor assemblies shall have 
a |-hr fire-resistance rating. 


(3) Sentences (1) and (2) do not apply to floor assemblies between 
different levels of the same multi-unit dwelling unit. 


Combustible construction 


9.6.2.3.(1) Buildings of combustible construction shall be sprink- 
lered. 


(2) Where only the roof assembly is of combustible construction, 
the building shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) 
where 
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(a) the ceiling membrane has a 45-min fire-resistance rating and 


the attic space is fire stopped in accordance with Article 
3.1.11.5. of the Building Code, 


the roof assembly is of heavy timber construction in accor- 
dance with Article 3.1.4.6. of the Building Code, or 
(c) 


the top storey and attic space are sprinklered. 


Fire separations between occupancies 


9.6.2.4.1) Fire separations having a 1|-hr fire-resistance rating 
shall be provided between residential occupancies and other major 
occupancies. 


(2) Existing fire separations having a 30-min fire-resistance rating 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) where the other 
major occupancy is sprinklered. 


Fire separations between dwelling units and corridors 


9.6.2.5.(1) Each dwelling unit and sleeping room not within a 
dwelling unit shall be separated from adjacent rooms and areas by a fire 
separation having a 45-min fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Public corridors shall be separated from adjacent rooms and 
areas by a fire separation having a 45-min fire-resistance rating. 


(3) Existing fire separations having less than a 45-min fire-resis- 
tance rating shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentences (1) and 
(2) where the floor area is sprinklered. 


(4) Existing fire separations having a 30-min fire-resistance rating 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentences (1) and (2) where 
smoke detectors are installed in public corridors. 


Protection of openings in fire separations 
9.6.2.6.(1) Closures in fire separations shall be in accordance with 


Sentences 3.1.8.4.(2), 3.1.8.10.(1) and 3.1.8.11.(1), and Articles 3.1.8.13. 
and 3.3.4.5., of the Building Code. 


(2) Openings in a fire separation having a 30-min fire-resistance 
rating shall be protected with closures having a 20-min fire-protection 
rating. 


(3) Where a 1.5-hr fire-protection rating is required, existing 
closures consisting of hollow metal or kalamein doors in hollow metal 
frames, with openings, if any, protected by wired glass panels not 
exceeding 645 cm’, and equipped with self-closing and latching devices 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1). 


Doors and screens 


(4) Where a 1-hr or 45-min fire-protection rating is required, 
existing closures consisting of 


hollow metal or kalamein doors in hollow metal frames, with 
openings, if any, protected by wired glass, and equipped with 
self-closing and latching devices, or 


(a) 


wired glass screens set in fixed steel frames 


(b) 
shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1). 


(5) Where a 20-min fire-protection rating is required, or where a fire 
separation is required by Article 9.6.2.5., existing closures consisting 
of door assemblies of 45 mm (1 3/4-in) solid core wood doors installed 
in solid wood or hollow metal frames and equipped with self-closing and 
latching devices shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentences (1) 
and (2). 


(6) Where the floor area is sprinklered, existing closures in fire 
separations to which Article 9.6.2.5. applies shall be deemed to be in 
compliance with Sentence (2) and Sentences 3.1 .8.4.(2) and 3.1.8.10.(1) 
of the Building Code. 
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(7) Despite Sentence (1), garbage intake room doors that swing 
inward shall be acceptable without a latching device. 


(8) Existing operable transoms and glass lights shall be fixed shut and 
shall meet the fire-protection rating requirements of Sentences (1) and 


(2). 


(9) Despite Sentences (1) and (2), fire dampers or fire-stop flaps are 
not required in existing noncombustible ducts at penetrations of fire 
separations. 


Storage rooms 


9.6.2.7.(1) Storage rooms for the use of occupants, not contained 
within a dwelling unit or suite, shall be 


(a) separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separa- 
tion having a 1-hr fire-resistance rating, and 


(b) sprinklered in accordance with Article 9.6.5.5. 


(2) Despite Clause (1) (b), existing sprinkler systems or alternate fire 
protection systems that will control or extinguish fire and that are 
approved may be used. 


Fuel-fired appliance service rooms 


9.6.2.8.(1) Fuel-fired appliances shall be enclosed in a service room 
separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separation 
having a |-hr fire-resistance rating. 


(2) Sentence (1) does not apply to fireplaces within a dwelling unit 
or suite. 


Incinerator rooms 

9.6.2.9.(1) Incinerator rooms shall be separated from the remainder 
of the building by a fire separation having a 2-hr fire-resistance 
rating. 


(2) A fire separation having a |-hr fire-resistance rating shall be 
deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1) where the incinerator 
room is sprinklered. 


Combustion air 


9.6.2.10. Where a service room is separated in accordance with 
Article 9.6.2.8., sufficient combustion air shall be brought directly from 
the outside for the proper combustion and safe operation of the appli- 
ances. 


Refuse storage rooms 
9.6.2.11. Refuse storage rooms shall be 


(a) separated from the remainder of the building by a fire separa- 
tion having a |-hr fire-resistance rating, and 


(b) sprinklered to provide a minimum average density of 6.5 
L/min/m’ over the room area. 


Vertical service spaces 

9.6.2.12.(1) Vertical service spaces shall be separated from the 
remainder of the building by a fire separation having a 45-min fire- 
resistance rating. 


(2) Where openings in the vertical service space, including the top 
and bottom, are sealed with noncombustible materials having the same 
fire-resistance rating as the existing construction, the vertical service 
space shall be deemed to be in compliance with Sentence (1).

(4) The Corporation shall send a copy of the game rules to its 
distributors and retailers and shall make copies available to the public 
upon request at its head office. O. Reg. 630/92, s. 2. 


3. Section 3 of the Regulation is amended by adding the follow- 
ing subsection: 


(2) The Corporation may at any time and in its sole discretion limit 
the number of tickets sold or issued. O. Reg. 630/92, s. 3. 


4. Subsection 5 (2) of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


(2) Winning tickets in a lottery described in clause 2 (2) (a) shall be 
selected in accordance with the game rules and, 


(a) at a draw held at such time and place as the Corporation 
shall determine; or 


(b) by such other method of random selection determined by the 
Corporation. 


(3) Winning tickets in a lottery described in clause 2 (2) (b) shall be 
selected in accordance with the game rules and on the basis of the 
outcome of events.

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5. Clause 8 (b) of the Regulation is revoked.

GENERAL 
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INTERPRETATION 


1. In this Regulation, 

““animal food’’ means a product derived from an animal for use as food 
for fish, a pet or an animal kept in a zoo or raised for fur, but does not 
include feed as defined in the Feeds Act (Canada); 


““condemn’’ means to determine that an animal, meat or a meat product 
is inedible; 
‘‘contaminated’’ means containing or having been treated with, 

(a) a substance not permitted by, or in an amount in excess of 
limits prescribed under, the Food and Drugs Act (Canada), the 
Canadian Environmental Protection Act or the Pest Control 
Products Act (Canada), 

(b) an ingredient, a food additive or any source of ionizing radia- 
tion not permitted by, or in an amount in excess of limits 
prescribed under, the Food and Drugs Act (Canada), or 


(c) any decomposed substance or visible extraneous material; 


“‘denature’’ means to treat meat or a meat product to make it unsuitable 
for use as food; 


““dress’’ means, 


(a) inrespect of slaughtered animals other than pigs, poultry, goats 
or calves, 


(i) to remove the skin, head and developed mammary 
glands and the feet at the carpal and tarsal joints, 


(ii) to eviscerate, and 
(iii) except in the case of a sheep or rabbit, to split, 
(b) in respect of slaughtered pigs, 

(i) to remove the hair, toenails and developed mammary 
glands, or to remove the things set out in subclause (a)(i) 
in the manner set out in that subclause, and 

(ii) to eviscerate and split, 


(c) in respect of slaughtered poultry, 


(i) to remove the feathers, hair and head, the feet at the 
tarsal joints, and the uropygial gland, and 
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to eviscerate, 


(ii) 
(d) in respect of slaughtered goats, 
(i) to remove the hair, head, toenails and developed mam- 


mary glands, or to remove the things set out in subclause 
(a) (i) in the manner set out in that subclause, and 


to eviscerate, and 


(ii) 
(e) in respect of slaughtered calves, 
(i) to remove the head and the feet at the carpal and tarsal 
joints, or to remove the things set out in subclause (a) (i) 
in the manner set out in that subclause, and 
to eviscerate; 


(ii) 
““eviscerate’’ means, 


(a) inrespect of acarcass derived from poultry other than chickens 
aged eight weeks or less, to remove the respiratory, digestive, 
reproductive and urinary systems and the other thoracic and 
abdominal organs, and 


(b) in respect of any other carcass, to remove the respiratory, 
digestive and reproductive systems, the urinary system, except 
the kidneys, and the other thoracic and abdominal organs; 


““food’’ includes any article manufactured, sold or represented for use 
as food or drink for human beings and any edible ingredient that may 
be mixed with food; 


““inedible’’ means unfit for food; 


“‘meat’’ means all or a part of the dressed carcass of an animal and 
includes the blood, edible organs and edible tissues of an animal; 


““operator’’ means a person who has responsibility for and control over 
a plant; 


‘refrigerate’? means to lower the temperature to, and to maintain the 
temperature at, 4° C or lower, but does not include to freeze; 


“‘regional veterinarian’’ means a veterinary inspector appointed as a 
supervisor of inspection service for a region of Ontario; 


‘utensil’? means any equipment that comes in contact with animals, 
meat or meat products in a plant; 


““veterinarian’’ means a person licensed under the Veterinarians Act, 


“veterinary inspector’’ means a veterinarian appointed as an inspec- 
tor. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 1. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM THE ACT 


2.—(1) A producer who owns, raises and slaughters animals on the 
producer’s own premises for the producer’s own consumption and that 
of the producer’s immediate family is exempt from the Act in respect of 
those animals. 


(2) An operator who slaughters poultry for a producer for the pro- 
ducer’s consumption and that of the producer’s immediate family in a 
plant operated solely for the custom slaughtering of poultry for pro- 
ducers is exempt from the requirement that the poultry be inspected 
before and after the time of slaughter. 


(3) This section comes into force on the Ist day of April, 1993. 
O. Reg. 632/92, s. 2. 


3.—(1) The following classes of animals and their meat are exempt 
from the Act:

3. Animals that are owned by members of an association formed 
for the purpose of slaughtering such animals and distributing 
their meat to association members for their consumption. 


4. Poultry that is slaughtered for the purpose of selling or offering 
it for sale as poultry from which the blood and feathers have 
been removed and that is removed from the plant in that form.

LICENCES 


4.—(1) An application for a licence to engage in the business of 
operating a plant or for the renewal of a licence shall be accompanied by,

of the plant recommended by the regional veterinarian; 


(b) a list of the names of all persons, including corporations, that 
are operators of the plant; and 


(c) a fee of $52.50. 


(2) A licence is issued or renewed for not more than one year and 
expires on the 31st day of March following its issue or renewal. 


(3) A licence is not transferable. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 4. 


FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT 
5. A plant shall meet the following requirements: 


1. It shall be situated on land that is free of debris and refuse and 
that provides or permits good drainage. 


2. It shall not be so close to any source of pollution or any place 
that harbours insects, rodents or other vermin that meat or meat 
products in the plant are likely to be contaminated. 


3. It shall be soundly constructed of material that is suitable for 
the purpose for which it is used, is durable and is free from any 
noxious constituent. 


4. It shall be protected against the entrance of birds, other than 
those intended for slaughter, and against insects, rodents or 
other vermin likely to contaminate meat or meat pro- 
ductsamOnReosO52/92 "sno: 


6.—(1) The floors, walls and ceilings in a plant shall be hard, smooth, 
constructed to enable cleaning and impervious to moisture at locations 
where, 


(a)

animals are slaughtered or carcasses are dressed; 


meat or meat products are refrigerated, stored, processed, 
packaged, labelled, shipped, received or otherwise handled; 


inedible offal, meat that is not food, condemned material and 
refuse are stored; and 


(c) 


(d) hides are stored. 

(2) Rooms and areas ina plant shall have lighting, ventilation, heating 
and plumbing that meet the requirements of the activities carried out in 
them and shall be constructed to facilitate their cleaning and disinfection. 
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(3) Rooms and areas ina plant where food or packaging materials are 
exposed shall be equipped with light bulbs and fixtures that will not 
cause food contamination if they break. 


(4) There shall be enough rooms in a plant to accommodate the 
separation of incompatible activities and the rooms shall be designed to 
ensure that products flow in a single direction, from raw to finished. 


(5) A plant shall contain the following facilities for an inspector: 


1. Lockers and cabinets suitable for the protection and storage of 
the inspector’s equipment and supplies. 


2. Work space in the killing room during a post mortem inspec- 
tion. 


3. Illumination of at least 800 lux at inspection stations. 


4. A furnished office for the inspector’s exclusive use if inspection 
service is provided for three days a week or more. O. Reg. 
632/92, s. 6. 


7. A plant shall have loading and unloading facilities. O. Reg. 
OS2/9Ze Sits 


8. Ifaplant is equipped with a catch basin, grease trap or interceptor 
for the purpose of separating solid matter from effluent, those facilities 
shall be located in the inedible products areaonly. O.Reg.632/92,s.8. 


9.—(1) There shall be one or more lavatories in a plant that meet the 
following requirements: 


1. They shall be capable of being kept clean and sanitary. 
2. They shall be lit, heated and ventilated. 


3. They shall be separate from and shall not lead directly into any 
room in which meat or meat products are refrigerated, prepared, 
packaged, stored or otherwise handled. 


4. They shall be enclosed by floor-to-ceiling walls and full-length 
self-closing doors. 


5. They shall be equipped with hand-washing facilities that are 
remote-functioning or timed, soap and single-use paper towel 
dispensers. 


6. They shall have notices instructing employees to clean their 
hands immediately after using toilet facilities. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a plant need not have a lavatory if the 
following conditions are met: 


|. There is a lavatory in the operator’s residence that may be used 
by persons at the plant. 


2. The lavatory is directly accessible from the outside.

(3) If a plant has dressing rooms and lunch rooms, they shall be 
capable of being kept clean and sanitary and shall be lit, heated and 
ventilated.

10. Aplant shall be supplied with potable hot and cold running water 
that is protected against contamination and is adequate in quantity and 
pressure to serve the needs of the plant. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 10. 


11.—(1) A plant shall have a system for waste and effluent removal 
and disposal. 


(2) A plant shall have drainage and sewage systems that are equipped 
with traps and vents, are capable of handling all waste, that segregate the 
effluent of human waste from other waste and that are located to prevent 
the contamination of food. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 11. 
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12. Aplant shall have equipment for the slaughter of animals and for 
the inspection, handling and storage of meat or meat products that meets 
the following requirements: 


1. It shall be constructed of corrosion-resistant material, be free 
from any noxious constituent and be capable of withstanding 
repeated cleaning. 


2. It shall be accessible for cleaning, servicing and inspection, or 
easily disassembled for those purposes. 


3. It shall be effective for its intended purpose. O. Reg. 632/92,

13.—(1) Food-contact surfaces in a plant shall be non-toxic, non- 
absorbent, smooth, free from pitting, crevices and loose scale, unaffected 
by food and capable of withstanding repeated cleaning. 


(2) Throughout a plant there shall be facilities for the washing, 
cleaning and sanitizing of equipment and, if utensils are used in the 
plant, it shall have water sanitizers that are capable of being maintained 
at a temperature of not less than 82°C for sanitizing the utensils. 


(3) Aplant shall be equipped with means of establishing, maintaining 
and verifying the temperature of rooms and areas where meat or meat 
products are refrigerated, frozen, stored, processed, packaged or labelled. 


(4) In a plant there shall be containers with insect-proof covers that 
are constructed of corrosion-resistant material, plastic or fibreglass for

14.1) A plant in which poultry is slaughtered shall have facilities 
for, 


(a) receiving and holding live poultry; 


(b) cleaning and disinfecting crates and containers used for the 
conveyance of live poultry;

(d) scalding poultry with equipment with overflow outlets of 
sufficient size to prevent clogging and discharging into or close 
to drains; 


(e) plucking carcasses; 


(f) washing carcasses with water spray equipment with sufficient 
water pressure to clean them;

(h) refrigerating and storing dressed carcasses;

washing carcasses with water spray equipment with sufficient 
water pressure to clean them; 


(e)

eviscerating carcasses; 
refrigerating and storing dressed carcasses; 


hand washing, by means of directly drained hand-washing 
facilities that are remote-controlled or timed, in the evisceration 
area and in rooms or areas where meat or meat products are 
produced, processed or handled; 

(h) sanitizing utensils with water sanitizers in the evisceration area 
and in rooms or areas where meat or meat products are pro-

6. Head inspection racks. 


7. Directly drained hand-washing facilities that are remote- 
controlled or timed in the killing room and in rooms or areas 
where meat or meat products are produced, processed or 
handled. 


8. Water sanitizers in the killing room and in rooms or areas 
where meat or meat products are produced or processed for 
sanitizing utensils. 


9. Refrigeration facilities for refrigerating and storing dressed 
carcasses after slaughter. 


. A storage room for inedible offal, meat that is not food, 
condemned material and refuse. 

11. A hide room for salting hides, if hides are salted. O. Reg. 

632/92, s. 16. 


OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE OF PLANTS 


17. Aplant shall not be used as a person’s living quarters. O. Reg. 


632/92, 8.17. 


18. A plant shall not be used to store any wood, tires, metal, 
equipment or other material or thing that is not used in the normal 
operation of the plant. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 18. 


19.—(1) An operator shall ensure that the premises of a plant are 
maintained in such a way that there is no risk of contamination. 


(2) Anoperator shall ensure that the building, equipment, utensils and 
other physical facilities or a plant are maintained in a sanitary condition.

(3) Every room in a plant where animals are slaughtered, carcasses 
are dressed or meat or meat products are processed, refrigerated, 
received or shipped or inedible products or hides are stored, and every 
piece of equipment in them, shall be, 


(a) cleaned with detergent and hot water at least once a day or 
more often as may be necessary to keep them clean; and 


(b) rinsed with potable water after each cleaning. 


(4) Equipment or utensils that have been in contact with infected 
material shall be cleaned and sanitized immediately. 


(5) Every crate or transport container that has been used to transport 
poultry or rabbits shall be cleaned and disinfected before it leaves the 
plant. 


(6) No equipment shall be cleaned, washed, disinfected or serviced in 
aroom if there is any likelihood of contaminating meat or a meat product 
by doing so. 


(7) No equipment shall be used to slaughter an animal, dress a 
carcass, or inspect, grade, process or package meat or a meat product 
unless the equipment meets the requirements set out in section 12 and is 
clean and sanitized before use. 


(8) All lavatories, sinks and drains in a plant shall be maintained so 
as to prevent any odours or fumes from them from entering any room 
where meat or meat products are refrigerated, stored, processed, 
packaged or otherwise handled. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 19. 


20.—(1) The walls, ceilings, floors, doors, windows or other parts of 
any area where animals are slaughtered, carcasses are dressed or meat or 
meat products are refrigerated, frozen, stored, processed, packaged, 
labelled, shipped, received or otherwise handled shall be composed of 
durable material that is free from any noxious constituent. 


(2) A coating that is applied to the parts of a plant referred to in 
subsection (1) shall be durable and free from any noxious constituent. 


(3) Materials or coatings used under subsections (1) and (2) and 
germicides, insecticides, rodenticides, detergents, sanitizers, wetting 
agents or other chemical agents used in a plant shall be stored separately 
in their original containers bearing their original labels, and shall be used 
in accordance with the manufacturer’s directions and in a manner that 
prevents contamination of meat or meat products or any surface with 
which meat or meat products come into contact. 


(4) The products referred to in subsections (1), (2) and (3) must not 
be used unless they are approved by the Health Protection Branch of 
Health and Welfare Canada. 


(5) All openings to the outdoors that are capable of being opened shall 
be screened to prevent the entry of flies and other insects. 


(6) Pens used for holding animals for slaughter shall be maintained in 
a dry, clean and sanitary condition and be constructed to permit such 
maintenance. 


(7) The pens referred to in subsection (6) shall be ventilated, free from 
sharp projections or obstructions that may injure the animals, have ramps 
or inclines constructed and maintained so as to provide safe footing for 
the animals and be provided with good drainage. O.Reg.632/92,s. 20. 


21. A rodent and insect control program that is effective to prevent 
contamination of meat and meat products shall be maintained in a plant, 
and dogs, cats and other pets shall be excluded from the plant. O. Reg. 
632/92, s. 21. 


22.—(1) An operator shall ensure that a person engaged in the 
processing, labelling, packaging, storing or other handling of meat or 
meat products in a plant is clean, keeps his or her hands clean at all 
times, is free from any communicable disease and does not have any 
open or infected lesion that, in the opinion of the medical officer of 
health, is likely to contaminate with pathogenic organisms meat or meat 
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products or a surface with which meat or meat products come into 
contact. 


(2) An operator shall ensure that a person who is in any area of a plant 
where meat or a meat product is exposed wears sanitary clothing and a 
sanitary hair covering and that, if the person is wearing gloves, they are 
sound, clean and sanitary. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 22. 


23. Persons engaged in the processing or packaging or a meat 
product shall not be permitted to wear an object or use a substance that 
might fall into or otherwise contaminate the meat product. O. Reg.

24. An operator shall ensure that persons do not chew or consume 
tobacco, gum or food of any kind, other than water dispensed from a 
drinking fountain, in any part of a plant in which meat or a meat product 
is produced, processed, labelled, packaged, stored or otherwise 
handled. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 24. 


25.—(1) Carcasses shall be refrigerated immediately after being 
dressed and keep refrigerated while in the plant. 


(2) The regional veterinarian may limit the number of dressed 
carcasses that may be placed in a cooler in order that suitable tempera- 
tures may be maintained in the cooler. 


(3) No meat or meat product and none of their ingredients shall be 
kept in a plant at a temperature or humidity level that may cause them to 
deteriorate or become inedible. 


(4) Subject to subsection (5), the temperature in rooms or areas in a 
plant where meat or meat products are prepared, processed or packaged 
shall not be permitted to exceed 10°C unless a higher temperature will 
not cause them to deteriorate. 


(5) If meat or meat products are prepared, processed or packaged in 
rooms or areas in a plant where the temperature exceeds 10°C, 


(a) the internal temperature of the meat or meat products shall not 
be permitted to exceed 10° C; and 


(b) the rooms or areas and the equipment and utensils used shall be 
cleaned and sanitized every four hours. 


(6) The temperature and humidity of every room in a plant where 
meat or meat products are refrigerated, stored, processed, packaged, 
shipped, received or otherwise handled shall be controlled to prevent the 
formation of condensation on walls, ceilings or equipment. 


(7) If meat or meat products are frozen, the temperature of the freezer 
shall be maintained at minus 18°C or lower.

62.—(1) An animal shall be slaughtered by a method that produces 
rapid exsanguination.

(4) For the purposes of subsections (1) and (2), an animal shall be 
rendered unconscious, 


(a) by delivering a blow to the head by means of a mechanical 
penetrating or non-penetrating device that causes immediate 
loss of consciousness; 

(b) in the case of lambs, kids, young calves, piglets or rabbits, by 

delivering a blow to the head by manual means that causes 

immediate loss of consciousness; 

(c) by exposure to carbon dioxide in a manner that causes rapid 

loss of consciousness; or 

(d) by applying an electrical current in a manner that causes imme-

64.—(1) Any equipment or instrument used to restrain, slaughter or 
render unconscious an animal shall be used by a person who, by reason 
of his or her competence and physical condition, is able to do so without 
subjecting the animal to avoidable pain or distress.

68. During the processing of a dressed carcass or a part of it in a 
plant, any blood clot, stick wound, bone splinter or extraneous matter 
shall be removed and disposed of in accordance with section 74.

69.—(1) An operator may dispose, in accordance with section 74, of 
any meat or meat product that is not identified as being detained.

76.—(1) No material used in labelling meat or meat products shall 
come into contact with them if the contact might prevent them from 
meeting the requirements of this Regulation or the Food and Drug 
Regulations (Canada). 


(2) No material used in labelling meat or meat products shall come 
into contact with them unless the material is durable and suitable for its 
intended purpose.

(2) A detained animal, meat or meat product shall be held in 
accordance with the inspector’s directions and shall not be handled, 
moved, removed or used without the inspector’s permission. 


(3) If the inspector attaches a tag or seal to a thing being detained, the 
tag or seal shall not be altered or removed. 


(4) An inspector shall release a thing from detention upon being 
satisfied that it meets the requirements of this Regulation. 


(5) A person who may be aggrieved by an inspector’s detention may 
appeal it to the Director. 


(6) If, after providing the interested parties an opportunity for a 
hearing, the Director considers that the detained animal, meat or meat 
product does not meet the requirements of this Regulation, the Director 
may require the operator or another person to destroy or otherwise 
dispose of it in such manner as the Director considers advisable.

86.—(1) An inspector may direct an operator to cease using equip- 
ment, a utensil or a room in a plant if the inspector considers that it does 
not meet the requirements of this Regulation. 


(2) Equipment, a utensil or a room that is the subject of a direction 
shall only be used in accordance with the inspector’s instructions. 


(3) An inspector shall revoke the direction upon being satisfied that 
the equipment, utensil or room meets the requirements of this Regula- 
tion.

DETENTION 


87.—(1) An inspector may detain an animal, meat or meat product in 
respect of which the inspector believes on reasonable and probable 
grounds that the Act has been contravened. 


(2) The inspector shall attach a tag to the detained thing indicating 
that it is being detained under the Act. 


(3) A tag shall not be altered or removed from a detained thing and 
the detained thing shall not be sold, offered for sale, moved, disturbed, 
received or processed. 


(4) The inspector shall promptly give written notice to the owner or 
the person who had possession of the detained thing stating the inspec- 
tor’s grounds for believing that the Act has been contravened. 


(5) The inspector shall direct that the animal, meat or meat product be 
detained at the plant at a place designated by the inspector. 


(6) Despite subsection (5), the inspector may authorize the operator 
to move the detained thing to another place designated by the inspector. 


(7) The inspector shall release a thing from detention and shall 
remove the tag, 


(a) upon being informed that no charge will be laid for contraven- 
tion of the Act in respect of the detained thing; or 
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(b) upon being satisfied that the Act is not contravened in respect 
of the detained thing. 


(8) If a person is convicted of an offence under the Act in respect of 
a detained thing, the Director may require the operator or another person 
to destroy or otherwise dispose of it in such manner as the Director 
considers advisable. 


(9) If the interested parties have been given an opportunity for a 
hearing in respect of a detained thing, the Director may require the 
operator or another person to destroy or otherwise dispose of it in such 
manner as the Director considers advisable. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 87. 


INSPECTIONS 


88.—(1) The regional veterinarian shall designate the hours of the day 
and the days of the week during which operators may carry out their 
slaughtering operations. 


(2) No animal shall be slaughtered and no carcass shall be dressed in 
a plant outside the hours of operation designated by the regional 
veterinarian unless inspection service is being provided. O. Reg.

(3) An operator who, on request, receives inspection service for an 
emergency slaughter or an emergency ante mortem inspection shall pay 
a fee of $40 per hour for each hour of service provided. 


(4) If an operator fails to pay for inspection services, no further 
inspection service for which a fee is payable shall be provided until all 
outstanding fees are paid. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 89. 


90. An operator shall, for the purpose of inspection, make available 
to an inspector any animal, meat, meat product or utensil. O. Reg.

91. At the request of an inspector and without charge, an operator 
shall provide the inspector with samples from or of an animal, meat, a 
meat product or any ingredient or additive to be used in the preparation 
of a meat product or any other material used or to be used in connection 
with a meat product. O. Reg. 632/92, s. 91. 


92.—(1) Every operator shall make and keep for at least twelve 
months a record of animals inspected at the plant. 


(2) The record shall include, 


(a) 


the name and address of the persons from whom animals were 
purchased or acquired;

the dates of the purchase or acquisition of animals; 
the number and kind of animals purchased or acquired; and 


the number of animals that were slaughtered and the dates of 
slaughter.

6. Noterm or condition of this contract is waived or altered in whole

ASSIGNMENT OF RIGHT TO INDEMNITY 


7.—(1) The insured person may assign all or part of the right to 
indemnity under this contract in respect of the insured crop.

PROOF OF Loss

(3) Nothing in this paragraph prevents the Commission from paying 
an indemnity under this contract at an earlier date. 


SUBROGATION 
18. Where the Commission has paid a claim for indemnity under this 
contract, the Commission is subrogated to the extent of the payment to 
all rights of recovery of the insured person against any person and may 
bring an action in the name of the insured person to enforce those rights. 


RIGHT OF ENTRY 


19. The Commission has a right of entry to the premises of the 
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insured person that may be exercised by agents of the Commission at 
any reasonable time for any purpose related to the contract of insurance.

20.—(1) Any written notice to the Commission shall be given by 
delivering it or by mailing it to the Commission. 


(2) Written notice to the insured person shall be given by delivering 
it or mailing it to the insured person at the person’s last post office 
address on file with the Commission. 


DEATH OR ASSIGNMENT UNDER BANKRUPTCY 


21. This contract terminates in respect of each insured crop at the 
end of the crop year in which the death of the insured person occurs or 
an authorized assignment is made by the insured person under the Bank- 
ruptcy Act (Canada).

Having received a request from The Corporation of the Township of 
Brantford (Township) that an undertaking, namely:

The proposals to alter the approved final contours of the existing 
Biggar’s Lane Landfill Site, located on part of Lot 1, Second Range 
East of Mount Pleasant Road (2 E.E.M.P.R.), in the Township of 
Brantford, and to extend the service area of the said landfill to 
include domestic, commercial and non-hazardous solid industrial 
waste from the whole of the Township of Brantford and from the 
Townships of Burford and Oakland, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to section 29; and 


Having been advised by the Township that if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following injury, damage or 
interference with the persons and property indicated will occur: 


A. The Township will be subject to delay and expense if it is 
required to prepare an environmental assessment for the 
undertaking. 


B. The Township will be subject to unnecessary delay and expense 
in implementing its long-term waste diversion strategy. 


C. The residents of the Townships of Burford and Oakland and 
parts of the Township of Brantford will be without a municipal 
waste disposal facility after the expiry of the current Emergency 
Provisional Certificate of Approval. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking being subject to 
the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the public interest to 
order and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of 
the Act for the following reasons: 


A. The Township has permitted the Townships of Burford and 
Oakland to use the landfill since 1980. Initial permission was 
granted at the request of the Ministry of the Environment and 
facilitated the early and proper closure of two other environ- 
mentally inferior landfill sites. 


B. Alternatives have been investigated and there are no reasonable 
alternatives to the proposed altered final contours or the 
expansion of the service area. 


C. A mandatory public hearing under Part V of the Environmental 
Protection Act for approval of the altered final contours and 
extension of the service area will be held, thereby permitting 
the public and government agencies the opportunity to review 
the proposed changes to the site. 


. It is the intention of the Townships of Brantford, Burford and 
Oakland to prepare and implement a waste diversion strategy, 
in order to address the provincial target of at least 50 per cent 
diversion of waste from the site by the year 2000. 


This exemption is subject to the following terms and conditions: 


1. Where any activity which otherwise would be exempt under 
this order, is being carried out as or is part of, an undertaking 
for which an environmental assessment has been accepted and 
approval to proceed received, the activity shall be carried out in 
accordance with any terms or conditions in the approval to 
proceed as well as the conditions of this order.

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approval under Part V of the Environmental Protection Act for 
the undertaking has been submitted to the Director of the 
Approvals Branch of the Ministry of the Environment.

The proponent and the persons who made submissions have each waived 
this right. 


Having considered the purpose of the Act, the Environmental Assess- 
ment of the undertaking as accepted, and the submissions received, I 
hereby give approval to proceed with the undertaking subject to the 
following terms and conditions: 


1. Except as otherwise provided by the subsequent conditions, the 
undertaking shall be carried out in accordance with the provisions 
of the Environmental Assessment which is incorporated herein by 
reference; 


2. The carrying out of projects as provided for in the Class EA for 
Small Scale MNR Projects is approved for a period of four years 
from the date of this approval. The Minister of Environment may 
extend the approval for periods of one year. This approval period 
will allow for the submission of a revised Class EA for review. 


3. The next generation of this Class EA shall include a screening 
mechanism for projects.

REGULATION MADE UNDER THE 
ONTARIO WATER RESOURCES ACT 


ADDITIONAL CHARGES 


1.—(1) In this section, the Crown’s direct operating costs for a 
sewage works or water works are the total cost to the Crown of the 
operation, supervision, maintenance, repair, administration and insurance 
of the works, including the cost to the Crown of paying taxes in respect 
of the works. 


(2) A person that has entered or that enters an agreement under the 
Act with the Crown for the provision or operation of a sewage works or 
a water works by the Crown or for the provision by the Crown of sewage 
service from a works or water service from a works shall pay to the 
Treasurer an additional annual charge in respect of the provision or 
operation in the amount of 5.7% of the Crown’s direct operating costs in 
each year for the works.

2.—(1) A corporation that operates or proposes to operate a day 
nursery may be approved under section 6 of the Act if, 


(a) it is a corporation without share capital, Part III of the Corpor- 
ations Act applies to it and the matters set out in subsection (2) 
are embodied in its letters patent; 


(b) it is a corporation without share capital having objects of a 
charitable nature and it is incorporated under a general or

DEBT AND FINANCIAL OBLIGATION LIMITS 


1.—(1) The annual financial debt and obligation limit for municipali- 
ties shall be determined under this Regulation. 


(2) The Ministry shall annually determine the limit using the formula 
described in section 3 based on the financial information supplied to the 
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Ministry by each municipality under the Act and under the Municipal 
Affairs Act. 


(3) The Ministry shall inform the treasurer of the municipality in 
writing of the limit. O. Reg. 710/92, s. 1. 


2. The limit, as updated under section 4, shall be used by a munici- 
pality to determine whether Ontario Municipal Board approval is 
required in respect of the following debt or financial obligations: 


1. Long-term debt assumed by a municipality for which repay- 
ment will be required beyond the term for which the council 
was elected, excluding debt under the Tile Drainage Act or 
under the Shoreline Property Assistance Act. 


2. Other financial commitments, liabilities and contractual 
obligations, for which payment will be required beyond the 
term for which the council was elected, including lease agree- 
ments and financial commitments to hospitals and universities. 


3. Liabilities to the Ministry of the Environment respecting water 
and sewer projects. O. Reg. 710/92, s. 2. 


3. The financial debt and obligation limit of a municipality shall be 
determined as follows: 


1. Calculate the revenue fund expenditures for a past fiscal year 
and subtract the payments for shoreline assistance and tile 
drainage in that year. 


2. Multiply the amount obtained in paragraph | by 20 per cent. 


3. Subtract from the amount obtained in paragraph 2 the total 
payments in the fiscal year related to the long-term debt of the 
municipality less, 


i. the payments for shoreline assistance and tile drainage 
in that year, 


ii. the payments for electrical, telephone and gas service 
provided by the municipality for which revenues are 
received by the municipality in that year, and 


iii. the payments made respecting the downtown revitaliza- 
tion loan program in that year. 


4. Subtract from the amount obtained in paragraph 3 payments 
made in the fiscal year in respect of the financial commitments, 
obligations and liabilities described in paragraphs 2 and 3 of 
section 2. O. Reg. 710/92, s. 3. 


4.—(1) Before authorizing or exercising its power respecting any 
specific work that would require a long-term debt or financial obligation 
described in section 2, the council of the municipality shall have its 
treasurer calculate an updated limit using the most recent financial debt 
and obligation limit determined by the Ministry. 


(2) The treasurer shall update the most recent limit determined by the 
Ministry as follows: 


1. Adjust the limit in respect of the estimated annual amount 
payable for the long-term debt or financial obligation described 
in section 2 assumed or discharged by the municipality since 
the last day of the past fiscal year for which the limit was 
calculated. 


2. Subtract from the amount obtained in paragraph 1, the esti- 
mated annual amount payable in respect of any project ap- 
proved by the Ontario Municipal Board or the council, as the 
case may be, to be financed by long-term debt or financial 
obligation described in section 2 but not as yet assumed unless 
council has, by resolution, indicated that it will not proceed 
with that project. 


(3) The treasurer shall calculate the estimated annual amount payable 
by the municipality in respect of the work. 
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(4) Ifthe amount calculated under subsection (3) exceeds the amount 
updated under subsection (2), the council must obtain the approval of the 
Ontario Municipal Board before authorizing or exercising its power 
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respecting the work. O. Reg. 710/92, s. 4. 


5. This Regulation comes into force on the 1st day of January,

“basic Ontario liabilities’’, in relation to a plan, means the portion of the 
liabilities of the plan allocated under clause 30 (2) (d) to employment 
in Ontario;

“‘consent benefit’’ means an ancillary benefit, other than a plant closure 
benefit or a permanent layoff benefit, the eligibility requirements for 
which include the consent of an employer; 


“early retirement window benefit value’’ means the amount by which, 


(a) the portion of the solvency liabilities of a plan that relates to all 
the pension and ancillary benefits to which a member is entitled 
if the member elects early retirement under a temporary 
program offered for a maximum period of twelve months, 


exceeds, 
(b) the portion of the solvency liabilities of a plan that relates to all 
the pension and ancillary benefits to which the member would 


be entitled in the absence of the temporary program; 


(8) The definition of ‘‘escalated adjustment” in subsection 1 (2) 
of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


“escalated adjustment’’ means an adjustment that is made to a pension 
or a deferred pension of a former member of a pension plan where, 


(a) the adjustment is not capable of being determined with certainty 
at the time the plan or a relevant amendment to the plan is 
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submitted for registration because the adjustment is related to 
the investment earnings of the pension fund or to future 
changes in a general wage or price index, or 
(b) the adjustment is an increase in the pension or deferred pension 
at a fixed annual percentage rate specified in the plan; 


(9) Subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is further amended by 
adding the following definitions: 


‘‘excluded permanent layoff benefit’’ means a permanent layoff benefit 
provided under a pension plan in respect of which an election under 
subsection 5 (18) is in effect; 


‘‘excluded plant closure benefit’’ means a plant closure benefit provided 
under a pension plan in respect of which an election under subsection 
5 (18) is in effect; 


‘“funded consent benefit’’ means a consent benefit for which a member 
has met all eligibility requirements except the consent of an employer; 


‘funded special allowance’’ means a special allowance for which a 
member has met all age and service eligibility requirements; 


(10) The definition of ‘‘going concern unfunded actuarial 
liability’’ in subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is revoked and the 
following substituted: 


‘‘ going concern unfunded liability’’ means the amount, if any, by which 
the sum of the going concern liabilities and the prior year credit 
balance exceeds the going concern assets; 


(11) Subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is further amended by 
adding the following definitions: 


‘initial solvency balance’’ means, 


(a) fora plan in respect of which an employer does not elect not to 
redetermine under subsection 5 (8), the difference, positive or 
negative, obtained by subtracting,

date, that the employer would have been required to pay 
to the pension fund before the initial valuation date if the 
solvency deficiency and related special payments were 
calculated in accordance with clause 5 (1) (c), but where 
the employer has elected under subsection 5 (18) to 
exclude liability for plant closure benefits or for perma- 
nent layoff benefits, this calculation shall exclude any

(ii) the aggregate special payments, with respect to any 
solvency deficiency that arose before the Regulation 
date, that the employer would have been required to pay 
to the pension fund before the beginning of the period 
referred to in clause 5 (11) (b), if the special payments 
were calculated in accordance with clause 5 (1) (d); 
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‘‘initial valuation date’’ means the valuation date of the first report filed 
or submitted under section 3, 4, 13 or 14 with a valuation date after the 
Regulation date; 


‘*Ontario plan beneficiary’’ means, 
(a) amember employed in Ontario, 


(b) a former member who was employed in Ontario immediately 
before he or she ceased to be a member, other than a former 
member for whom all pension and ancillary benefits are secured 
under a guaranteed annuity contract or a contract issued under 
the Government Annuities Act (Canada), and 

(c) the surviving spouse or a beneficiary of a former member who 

was an Ontario plan beneficiary under clause (b), if the surviv- 

ing spouse or beneficiary is receiving a pension from the plan 
as a result of the death of the former member; 


(12) The definition of ‘Ontario wind up liability’’ in subsection 
1 (2) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


‘Ontario wind up liability’’ of a plan means the sum of the liabilities of 
the plan on wind up in respect of each member or former member of 
the plan with benefits in respect of employment in Ontario, calculated 
in accordance with subsection 29 (10); 


(13) Subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is further amended by 
adding the following definitions: 


‘‘PBGE assessment base’’ means, as of a given valuation date, the 
amount by which, 


(a) the PBGF liabilities, 
exceed, 


(b) the solvency assets multiplied by the PBGF liabilities and 
divided by the solvency liabilities; 


‘‘PBGF liabilities’’ means the portion of the solvency liabilities of a plan 
that relates to the Ontario plan beneficiaries, determined in accordance 
with section 37; 


‘“permanent layoff benefit’’ means a pension benefit or ancillary benefit 
for which the eligibility requirements include permanent layoff, 
whether or not the benefit requires employer consent, 


‘‘plant closure benefit’’ means a pension benefit or ancillary benefit 
payable only if all or a significant portion of the business carried on 
by the employer at a specific location is discontinued, whether or not 
the pension plan is wound up in whole or in part; 


‘‘pnotential early retirement window benefit value’’ means the early 
retirement window benefit value for amember who is eligible to elect, 
but has not yet elected, to receive the benefit; 


‘‘prior year credit balance’’ means the amount determined in accordance 
with subsections 5 (13) to (16) or subsection 5.1 (5); 


‘‘prospective benefit increase’ means an increase to a pension benefit 
or ancillary benefit set out in the pension plan or agreed to by the 
parties to a collective agreement, but not yet in effect; 


‘‘qualifying annuity contract’’ means an annuity contract for the purpose 
of providing benefits under a plan, with the following characteristics: 


1. The contract does not contain a provision allowing for the 
redistribution of benefits on a wind up or partial wind up of the 
pension plan. 


2. The contract was entered into before the Ist day of January, 
1988. 


3. The contract was issued by an insurance company or under the 
Government Annuities Act (Canada). 
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4. The benefits provided under the contract consist only of 
pensions and pension benefits purchased before the Ist day of 
January, 1993. 


‘‘qualifying plan’’ means qualifying plan under section 5.1; 
““Regulation date’’ means the date this Regulation comes into force; 


(14) The definition of ‘‘review date’’ in subsection 1 (2) of the 
Regulation is revoked. 


(15) The definition of ‘‘solvency assets’’ in subsection 1 (2) is 
revoked and the following substituted: 


““solvency assets’’ means the market value of investments held by a 
plan plus any cash balances of the plan and accrued or receivable 
income items of the plan, excluding the value of any qualifying 
annuity contract of the plan; 


(16) Subsection 1 (2) of the Regulation is further amended by 
adding the following definition: 


““solvency asset adjustment’, in relation to a report, means the sum of, 


(a) the amount, positive or negative, by which the value of the 
solvency assets are adjusted as a result of applying an averaging 
method that stabilizes short-term fluctuations in the market 
value of the plan assets calculated over a period of not more 
than five years, 

(b) the present value of the special payments referred to in clause 

5 (1) (a), 

(c) the present value of the special payments required to liquidate 

any past service unfunded liability arising on or after the Ist day 

of January, 1988, and 

(d) the present value of the special payments referred to in clauses 

5 (1) (b) to (e), other than those referred to in clause (c) of this 

definition and those required to liquidate any solvency defici- 

ency determined in the report, that are scheduled for payment, 


(i) within a period of five years beginning on the valuation 
date of the report, or 
(ii) within the period beginning on the valuation date of the 


report and ending on the 31st day of December, 2002, 
whichever is longer, 


with the present value referred to in clauses (b), (c) and (d) calculated 
using, where the solvency liability adjustment is zero, the interest rates 
used in the report to calculate the solvency liabilities and, in any other 
case, the interest rates used in the report to calculate the solvency 
liability adjustment; 


(17) The definition of ‘‘solvency deficiency”’ in subsection 1 (2) of 
the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
“solvency deficiency’’, in relation to a report, means the amount by 
which the sum of the solvency liabilities, the solvency liability 
adjustment and the prior year credit balance exceeds the sum of the 
solvency assets and the solvency asset adjustment, all determined as 
of the valuation date of the report; 


(18) The definition of ‘‘solvency gain’’ in subsection 1 (2) is 
revoked.

(23) Subsection 1 (3) of the Regulation is revoked and the 
following substituted: 


(3) Ifthe solvency liabilities in respect of amember include liabilities 
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for a funded special allowance, the liabilities for the funded special 
allowance shall be calculated on the assumption that the member 
receives no income from employment. O. Reg. 712/92, s. 1 (23). 


(24) Section 1 of the Regulation is amended by adding the 
following subsection: 


(5) For the purposes of this Regulation, a going concern unfunded 
liability, a past service unfunded liability, a solvency deficiency, a 
solvency liability, a transfer deficiency and a transfer ratio each arises on 
the valuation date of the report in which it is determined. O. Reg.

2. Subsection 3 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 


(1) Where an amendment to a pension plan reduces or increases 
contributions or creates or changes a going concern unfunded liability or 
solvency deficiency, the administrator shall file a report containing any 
of the information required in a report under section 14 that might be 
affected by the amendment. O. Reg. 712/92, s. 2. 


3.—(1) Subsections 4 (2), (3), (4) and (5) of the Regulation are 
revoked and the following substituted: 


(2) An employer required to make contributions under a plan or a 
person required to make contributions under a plan on behalf of an 
employer shall make payments to the pension fund or to the insurance 
company, as applicable, of amounts that are not less than the sum of, 

(a) all contributions received from employees, including money 
withheld by payroll deduction or otherwise from an employee, 
as the employee’s contribution to the pension plan; 


(b) 
(c) 


all contributions required to pay the normal cost; 


all special payments determined in accordance with section 5; 
and 

(d) all special payments determined in accordance with sections 31, 
32 and 35. 


(3) Where there is a prior year credit balance, the employer may apply 
the prior year credit balance to reduce the payments required under 
clauses (2) (b), (c) and (d). 


(4) The payments referred to in subsection (2) shall be made by the 
employer or the person who is required to make contributions on behalf 
of the employer within the following time limits: 


1. All sums received by the employer from an employee, includ- 
ing money withheld by payroll deduction or otherwise from the 
employee, as the employee’s contribution to the pension plan, 
within thirty days following the month in which the sum was 
received or deducted. 


Employer contributions in respect of the normal cost for the 
period prior to the Ist day of January, 1988, not later than 120 
days after the end of the fiscal year of the plan. 


3. Employer contributions in respect of the normal costs reported 
under clause 13 (1) (a) or 14 (7) (a) for each period covered by 
a report beginning on or after the Ist day of January, 1988, in 
monthly instalments within thirty days after the month for 
which contributions are payable, the amount of the instalments 
to be either a total fixed dollar amount, a fixed dollar amount 
for each employee or member of the plan or a fixed percentage 
either of the portion of the payroll related to members of the 
plan or of employee contributions. 


4. Employer contributions for a special payment required to be 
made with respect to a fiscal year of the plan beginning before 
the Ist day of January, 1988, within thirty days after the end of 
the fiscal year. 
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5. All special payments determined in accordance with section 5, 
subsection 31 (5) and subsection 35 (5), other than a payment 
made under paragraph 4, in equal monthly instalments in 
accordance with the times for payment set out in sections 5, 31 
and 35. 


All special payments determined in accordance with subsec- 
tions 31 (1) and (2), section 32 and subsection 35 (3), by annual 
instalment in accordance with the times for payment set out in 
sections 31, 32 and 35. 


(5) Subject to subsections (10) and (11), where the period covered by 
a report filed under section 3, 5.3, 13 or 14 or submitted under this 
section has ended, and no report covering a subsequent period has been 
filed under section 14 or submitted under this section, the employer shall 
continue to make payments in accordance with the report most recently 
filed or submitted under section 3, 5.3, 13 or 14 or this section. O. Reg. 
TQS sa3i(): 


(2) Section 4 of the Regulation is amended by adding the follow- 
ing subsections: 


(6) The Superintendent shall cause a report on a plan to be prepared 
in accordance with subsection (7) where, 


(a) areport required under section 3, 13 or 14 on the plan has not 
been filed within one year after the time required by this 
Regulation; and

(8) If, during the preparation of a report on a plan, under this section, 
the Superintendent forms the opinion that the report is no longer 
necessary to ensure that the plan is sufficiently funded to provide the 
benefits under the plan, the Superintendent may cause work on the report 
to cease and need not submit the report to the Commission. 


(9) An employer for a plan in respect of which a report has been 
submitted to the Commission under subsection (7) shall make payments 
in accordance with the report. 


(10) Subject to subsection (11), where a payment requirement set out 
in a report on a plan submitted under subsection (7) differs from a 
payment requirement set out in a report filed by the administrator of the 
plan, the employer shall make payments in accordance with the higher 
requirement. 


(11) If in the opinion of the Superintendent a payment in accordance 
with the higher requirement under subsection (10) is not necessary to 
ensure that the plan is sufficiently funded to provide the benefits under 
the plan, the employer shall make the payment in accordance with the 
lower requirement. 


(12) Where the Superintendent causes work to be done on a report on 
a plan under this section, the Superintendent shall charge a fee in 
accordance with Ontario Regulation 713/92. O. Reg. 712/92, s. 3 (2). 


(3) Section 4 of the Regulation is further amended by adding the 
following subsection: 


(13) This section does not apply to a pension plan described in 
subsection 6 (1). O. Reg. 712/92, s. 3 (3). 


4. Section 5 of the Regulation is revoked and the following 
substituted: 
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5.—(1) Except as otherwise provided in this section and in sections 
4, 5.1 and 7, the special payments required to be made after the initial

(b) with respect to any going concern unfunded liability not 
covered by clause (a), the special payments required to liqui- 
date the liability, with interest at the going concern valuation 
interest rate, by equal monthly instalments over a period of 
fifteen years beginning on the valuation date of the report in 
which the going concern unfunded liability was determined; 
(c) with respect to each solvency deficiency redetermined under 
subsection (3), the special payments required to liquidate the 
redetermined solvency deficiency, with interest at the rates used 
in calculating the solvency liabilities in the first report filed or 
submitted under section 3, 4 or 14 with a valuation date after 
the Regulation date, by equal monthly instalments over the 
period beginning on the valuation date of the report in which 
the solvency deficiency was determined and ending on the 3 Ist 
day of December, 2002; 
(d) with respect to each solvency deficiency arising before the 
Regulation date that is not redetermined under subsection (3), 
the special payments required to liquidate the solvency defi- 
ciency, with interest at the rates described in subsection (2), by 
equal monthly instalments over the period beginning on the 
valuation date of the report in which the solvency deficiency 
was determined and ending on the 31st day of December, 2002 
or an earlier date; and 
(e) with respect to any solvency deficiency arising on or after the 
Regulation date, the special payments required to liquidate the 
solvency deficiency, with interest at the rates described in 
subsection (2), by equal monthly instalments over the period 
beginning on the valuation date of the report in which the 
solvency deficiency was determined and ending on the 31st day 
of December, 2002, or five years, whichever is longer.
